HEN, at the end of the war, we were faced by a grim housing shortage, 
greatly accentuated by enemy action, the Government took immediate 
steps to produce large numbers of temporary bungalows. They were not 
things of beauty but made comfortable homes, and many of the occupants 
looked after them well and cherished the little gardens attached to them. 
They had to be erected at great speed and consequently the usual care over 
siting and external appearance could not be taken by the local planning authori- 
ties. Many were erected on bombed sites and some even on public open spaces. 
This did not, however, greatly worry the planning authorities, because it was 
well understood that the bungalows were temporary, ten years being the normal 
period of life allotted to them. 


Some 124,000 were erected in England and Wales and many were well 
constructed and although now ten or more years of age are not physically 
decrepit. One is reminded of the temporary buildings erected at Aldershot, 
during the Crimean War. which were still in use when we were faced by the 
1914-18 War ! 


The Government now wishes to sell the ‘temporary’ homes which it originally 
let to local authorities, and is inviting those authorities to purchase them at 


£150 each. The story is told in Circular No. 9/57, recently issued by the 
Ministry of Housing and Local Government, the Ministry responsible for 
Town and Country Planning as well as for Housing. Indeed the sub-title of 
the circular is ‘Housing and Planning Policy.’ The limit of ten years’ life has 
been forgotten and we are told that ‘with reasonable care and attention most 
of them can continue to provide very useful accommodation for a good many 
years.. Loans covering cost of purchase will be available, repayable over a 
period of 15 years. It is suggested that many should remain on their present 
sites, but local authorities are invited to buy those which become redundant 
and have to be removed from their present sites and, apparently, sell them to 
private persons. 

It is pointed out that planning permission will be required for re-erection, 
but the suggestion is made ‘that many sites could be found where there need be 
no objection to the houses.’ No suggestion is made with reference to the 
planning considerations to be taken into account when deciding whether or not 
the houses should remain on their present sites. We are only told that they 
should so remain ‘unless there is good reason for removing them, e.g., because 
they occupy open space or because the site is needed for the erection of perman- 
ent houses.” With reference to those to be moved and re-erected, it must be 
noted that many were not constructed in a form appropriate for dismantling 
and reassembly, doubtless because of their assumed ten years of life. In what 
shape are these likely to appear on new sites ? 


The general impression one gets from reading the circular is that the Govern- 
ment is more concerned to cut its losses by getting rid of a liability than it is to 
secure the right development of the land of this country. One can only hope 
that this is a wrong impression and that, in any event, the local planning 
authorities will in no way be deflected from fulfilling their responsibilities.

Chief 
‘among them is a switch round of the 
dinner and the ball, so that the dinner 
will be held (in the Town Hall in the 
absence of a suitably large enough 
College hall) on the Thursday night and 
the Ball on the Friday evening. The 
committee has been fortunate enough to 
secure the use of Blenheim Palace for 
the occasion, and the ball subscription 
will be included in the conference fee, an 
admirable arrangement. These plans for 
the delegates’ entertainment should, when 
the interest of the papers is added, make 
for a splendid conference at which there 
should be a full house. 


The TPI Dinner 

ALTHOUGH it has grown in the last few 
years, the Town Planning __Institute’s 
annual dinner, which was held at the 
Savoy Hotel, London, on Thursday of 
last week, is still sufficiently small to 
maintain the intimate atmosphere that 
the larger gatherings lack, and members 
and their guests, both before and after 
the formal proceedings, are in conse- 
quence able without much difficulty to 
move about and find the friends and 
acquaintances they wish to meet. 

With so much development taking 
place in the Commonwealth it was hoped 
that this year the Colonial Secretary, 


Mr. Alan Lennox-Boyd, would be able 
to be present at the dinner but as this 
was not possible the Minister’s Parlia- 
mentary Private Secretary, Mr. Peter 
Smithers, MP, came in his place. Though 
in his own words ‘ but a substitute.” Mr. 
Smithers ably reviewed the work of the 
Colonial Office in guiding the course of 
development in the dependent territories. 
He had travelled widely in the colonies. 
said Mr. Smithers, and it seemed to him 
that in the post-war world there were two 
main problems, namely, spontaneous 
development and deliberately sponsored 
Government development, both of which 
had, however. one thing in common— 
they were both greatly in need of plan- 
ning. Continuing, Mr. Smithers said that 
the problem in our time in planning was 
to make up our minds how far ahead we 
could plan and into how much detail we 
could go. It was a paradox that the Vic- 
torians, who felt such a sense of security, 
seemed incapable of planning in the 
social sense while we, who lacked a sense 
of security, should feel competent to plan 
a very long way ahead. 

The President, Mr. Maurice J. Hellier, 
said that the Institute was already con- 
cerned with the training of those who 
wished to practise the profession of plan- 
ning in the overseas territories. He gave 
a warning that planning control in this 
country was often ‘looked at somewhat 
askance’ both from very high quarters 
and from the opposite extreme—the dis- 
gruntled private individual. There was a 
danger that these two attitudes might 
draw together and we should end up by 
finding that there was nothing in the 
middle. 
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BUILDING IN THE 
LANDSCAPE 
The Problem of New Zealand 
House in the Light of Civiliseq 
Values 


A PAPER on ‘Building in the Lang. 
scape” was given by Mr. G. A 
JELLICOE, FRIBA, MTPI, PP.ILA, at a 
meeting of the Royal Institute of British 
Architects held at 66, Portland-place, W} 
on March 5. In the course of his 
remarks, extracts from which are given 
below, the speaker referred in particular 
to the problem of the proposed New 
Zealand House against the background 
of civilised values. Mr. Jellicoe said: 
It is not possible in so short a time to 
do more than touch the subject, and all | 
can hope to do is to provide food for 


thought. This talk will be divided into 
two parts. The first will deal very 
broadly with four major factors in 


design; namely the natural elements, the 
idea of landscape composition, the rela- 
tive values of objects, and influences 
both historic and contemporary. The 
second part will be a detailed study of an 
aspect of land design that I think is of 
prime importance and is so often neglec- 
ted, namely the consideration of ground 
modelling in relation to building; in short. 
what to do with your subsoil. 


PART I: FACTORS IN 
LANDSCAPE DESIGN 
Natural Elements 


Before we can even contemplate the 
aesthetic design of landscape, two vital 
assumptions must be made: that the 
objects have in fact fitness for purpose. 
and that the peculiarities and limitations 
of eye and brain have been taken into 
account. 

Fitness of Purpose: \t was Mr. Christo- 
pher Hussey who first made clear to me 
that such a structure as the Beit Bridge 
over the Zambesi, so splendid in the land- 
scape, is not in fact a work of man but 
a work of nature. It makes no more 
contribution to the world than does a 
spider’s web, because the laws upon 
which it is based already exist in the 
universe. When man deliberately dis- 
torts the laws of nature to put his own 
emotion into building, we call it architec- 
ture. The extreme opposite to science in 
the landscape is the folly. 

It is fairly safe to say, however, that 
unless the requirements of nature are 
initially satisfied, nothing the artist can 
do can subsequently make a good land- 
scape. Of course there are exceptions, 
but let us test this by taking two 
examples, the one a row of semi-detached 
villas on a skyline, and the second a 
group of farm buildings. The villas 
strike our senses disagreeably, and are 
what we know to be ugly, for very good 
intellectual reasons. Their disposition 1s 
illogical in our climate. The gaps 
between the buildings, which give the 
serrated effect, allow draught that makes 
the gardens disagreeable for man an 
plant alike. There is no natural protec- 
tion in the form of hill, tree, or even 
curtain wall. 
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Let us now examine a typical English 
farm. Here we observed compactness of 
building, grouped to give protection from 
the elements, and further protected by 
trees. The group is set in the environ- 
ment which nourishes it, and itself has 
the proper proportion of arable fields 
and meadow, of hedgerows and trees, 
gates, and all the paraphernalia of farm- 
land. The first impact on the senses is 
one of pleasure. 

Brain and Eye: \t is not really true to 
say that beauty lies in the eye of the 
beholder, for it lies in the brain, and the 
eve is merely a very important channel of 
communication. What we do know 
beyond doubt is that the influence of 
good or bad environment can create or 
disturb peace of mind. which in turn 
must ultimately affect the progress of 
civilisation. 

The eye as the vehicle of information 
is by no means the feeble eye of the 
camera. We have, for instance, two 
eyes which are intended to measure 
distance and volume. Consider a fluted 
column and the substance of mouldings. 
[ think all buildings should be designed 
with sufficient of the third dimension to 
enable the mechanism of the two eyes to 


function stereoscopically. Shadow and 
perspective are not enough. 
The most formidable and _ most 


immediate issue before this country, a 
problem more acute here than anywhere 
else in the world, is that of the mass 
production of mechanical landscape 
imposing itself upon what may _ be 
called the hand landscape. 

The issue is clear. Can giant cooling 
towers, atomic power stations, overhead 
pylons, motor roads, be reconciled in the 


same landscape with buildings of animal, 
vegetable and human scale ? | suppose 
we are all agreed that if we could reserve 
three distinctive landscapes, we should 
be satisfied. These three landscapes, are, 
first, the primitive natural landscape to 
which we should constantly turn to 
sustain our biological values; secondly, 
the natural landscape without any sense 
of scale, into which would fit the monster 
structures of power, whose job it is liter- 
ally to tap the resources of the universe 
too prodigious for us to comprehend; 
and, thirdly, the humanised landscape 
which is the mark of civilisation. 

The last category concerns us most, 
for not only is it invaded by members 
of the second, or monster category, but 
is now for the first time at war within 
itself. The cooling tower is an example 
of invasion of the human landscape, for 
the same tower can be beautiful or 
hideous solely according to where it 
is set. The juxtaposition of human build- 
ings within the human landscape is a 
much more complex prob!em, and it is 
vital that, before we study the merits of 
a building architecturally, we study its 
philosophic value in relation to its 
environment. 


New Zealand House 


I will, if 1 may, crystallise this question 
into a single example from the scramble 
for towers, which has fortunately placed 
the issue before us all exceptionally 
clearly. It concerns a first-rate architect, 
Professor Robert Matthew, a first-rate 
building, a first-rate town planning and 
voiume relationship to environment: and 
yet gives pause to full approval. This 
is the proposed New Zealand House. |

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am one of those who feel that ultimate 
approval cannot rest with our profession, 
which is primarily responsible for 
aesthetics, but rather with the country 
as a whole, which is concerned with the 
values of civilisation. 

It seems to me that the great height 
of New Zealand House must draw to 
itself values that lie in its classical en- 
vironment, that Nelson and the Duke of 
York will shrink a little on their columns, 
and that our ceremonial part of London, 
so small and yet so ingeniously magnified 
in stature, will become a toy. Yet the 
question one asks oneself is whether, 
since in fact in the modern world such 
ideas are in themselves of less significance 
than in the past, it is not appropriate 
that they should now be absorbed into 
a bigger picture. 

Of less spectacular urgency, but per- 
haps of deeper importance than the 
relationship in the dimension of space, 
is that in the dimension of time. It, is this 
quality of being a link in the chain 
between past and future that ultimately 
ensures the theoretic, if not actual, sur- 
vival of any building through the 
centuries. 


PART Il: LINE AND VOLUME 
IN ENGLISH LANDSCAPE 


It has been pointed out by Nikolaus 
Pevsner in his Reith lectures that the 
Englishman has been more concerned 
with line than with volume. I think this 
is true as applied to the historic centuries 
as we know them, but I cannot help 
feeling that these times are sandwiched 
between prehistoric and modern times, 
when man sees the world in a _ very 
different: way. Avebury, Stonehenge, and 
Henry Moore are to my mind closely 
linked, and it is because we are begin- 
ning to see the curves of landscape in 
a way wholly dissimilar to the 18th 
century that I want today to pursue this 
subject in detail. 

As Sir Kenneth Clark has observed 
in his Landscape into Art, the idea of 
the English School of Landscape Garden- 
ing properly begins in that idea so 
fascinating to Englishmen, the Venetian 
mainland. Palladio placed his geometric 
Rotunda on ground whose undulations 
contrasted with his sense of repose, 
stability and order. It is one of the 
curiosities of aesthetics that, whereas a 
modern structure enjoys the same land- 
scape setting as a Palladian country 
house, in point of fact the basic appre- 
ciation is different. The Palladian saw 
the land as surface curve only, a line of 
beauty suggestive of Hogarth. His one 
determination was to push away reality 
and design an idyllic setting; what 
happened below the surface was no con- 
cern of his. The modern, on the other 
hand, being a realist and knowing very 
well the formidable vroperties of matter 
underground, sees and understands a hill 
as a solid. 

I think in principle the aesthetic 
difference between the 18th century and 
ourselves is that the former contrasted 
massive weight of building with the 
delicate curved line of ground, and the 
latter are tending to contrast delicate line 
in structure with massive ground swell.

CROSS-CHANNEL DEVELOPMENT, BELFAST 


Proposals by MUNCE & KENNEDY, Architects & Civil Engineers 


HE outstanding problem in any consideration of 
the development of Beliast is that of traffic, 
especially in the Lagan Basin area of the city, where 
certain individual requirements are at present pro- 
posed, and in some cases are being carried out by 
different authorities on a piecemeal basis. The thesis 
which now follows is presented as a positive contribu- 
tion towards solution; it is based on the belief that 
the time for improvements to the Belfast layout based 
upon single-plane layouts is past, and that the only 
possible methods of dealing with what is now an 
urgent issue is to think in terms of three dimensions. 
One of the major problems affecting redevelopment 
is the trans-river traffic. The two bridges which span 
the River Lagan in the down-town area are the 
Queen’s Bridge and the Albert Bridge. Designed 
for horse-drawn traffic, it is amazing that they are 
being asked to carry the present-day volume. Another 
factor is that Belfast is the focal point of a restricted 
area, and so the greater part of the traffic entering the 
city is destined for the city centre and not across town 
to the rural areas on the other side. Nevertheless, due 
to its position between hills and river, there is a 
definite necessity for an urban by-pass, possibly in 
the form of an under-pass. 
Traffic in the Dock Area: Dependent as are Belfast 
and Northern Ireland upon cross-Channel goods 
traffic, the docks area should be served by a much 


more planned system of access than at present is 
the case. This is a separate and distinct problem. 
The obvious necessity for at least one new bridge 
across the Lagan is dependent upon various factors: 

(a) The need to retain berths for cross-Channel 
passenger services accessible to the city centre. 

(b) The necessity to plan with the utmost care the 
approaches to these bridges on both sides to ensure 
free flow of traffic not only at present but against the 
time when one person in three in Northern Ireland 
will be a car owner. _ Traffic at present is increasing 
by 12 per cent. per annum and the number of motor 
vehicles has doubled in Northern Ireland since the war. 

Airport: At the present time the question of an 
airport for the city is under active consideration, 
and it is most necessary that this should be closely 
allied to the question of terminal facilities and time 
spent between leaving the terminal and take-off time. 
At present Northern Ireland is endeavouring to 
attract to its shores new industries, both British and 
American, and it is vital that a speedy turn-round be 
offered to visiting industrialists. Any new airport 
should, in addition, include a runway capable of 
taking the largest types of trans-Atlantic aircraft. 
The reception of such air traffic and its re-routing to 
industrial centres in Great Britain would ensure the 
commercial value of such an airport. 

Berthing of Shipping: Berthing of cross-Channel 
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The plan, based on the ordnance map of the Lagan Basin 
area of Belfast, shows the extent of the redevelopment plan. 
The shaded portion represents land which it is suggested 
Should be reclaimed from the lough and so provide space 
for extension of the harbour airport to a size capable 








of taking the largest types of trans-Atlantic aircraft, and 
bringing the terminal within a few minutes’ travelling 
time of the city centre. New\ steamer berths would be 
available, serviced by road and rail connections with the 
city. Hotel, concert hall and yacht club are also planned. 
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shipping remains an obstacle to the siting of a bridge, 
and 30 to 35 minutes of time is wasted in each direc- 
tion by the necessity of slow speed manoeuvring up 
a narrow channel. Were new berthing arrange- 
ments made, there is much in favour of planning a 
conference hall with a first-rate hotel near by. If 
additional attractions can be provided, and the 
transport system so designed that the minimum of 
trouble would be given to the incoming and outgoing 
traveller, then a positive contribution to Belfast’s 
welfare will have been made.

Suggested Solution 

The accompanying drawings give an outline of the 
solution suggested. 

It is proposed to erect a Terminal Building on the 
south side of Queen’s-square with offices on the 
peripheral and a Paternoster car-lift in the interior. 
This terminal building would be part of a rail and bus 
terminal sited in Queen’s-square at the westerly 
approaches to the proposed new river bridge span- 
ning the Lagan from Queen’s-square to the existing 
Belfast and County Down railway station. 

To give Berthing Accommodation to facilitate the 
building of this bridge, and substantially to reduce 
the travelling time between Heysham, Liverpool and 
Glasgow and Belfast, the passenger berths would be 
resited in an area 1} miles to the north-west of 
Holywood on land reclaimed from the Lough for 
this purpose. A rapid diesel or electric train would 
connect directly from the loading docks at this new 
passenger dock to the terminal building in Queen’s- 
square. Docking facilities for goods traffic brought 
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by passenger vessels from Great Britain would be 
provided at the loading docks in the mid-lough area, 
using up-to-date mechanical handling devices. 
Reclamation of this land, already contemplated, 
would enable the building of a first-class hote/, and 
international-size swimming pool, a conference hall, 
yacht club, and if necessary, staff flats accommodation 
adjacent to the docks. This would also feed and serve 
two runways to be built on the reclaimed land, one 
for British European Airways traffic and one for trans- 
Atlantic planes of the Britannia type. It is not 
considered essential to build 
full terminal buildings on 
the airport, one building in 
the centre of the city being 
sufficient. The principle 


an interconnecting — bus 
patrolling the city from hotel 
to hotel, bringing potential 
passengers to book at the 
Queen’s - square _ terminal, 
whence they would be taken 
direct to the airport. A 
helicopter deck at the airport 
would also connect direct to 
the roof of the terminal. 


Road Traffic: It is sug- 
gested that the new approach 
roads designed to withdraw 
traffic from the Antrim-road 
and the Lisburn-road should 
be connected by an urban 
through-way if necessary, at 
low or high level, running 
from York-road through an 
area of Corporation-street 
along the docks and behind 
the existing passenger 
terminal buildings. It would 
continue along Donegall 
Quay, below the approaches 
to the Queen’s Bridge and thence down Oxford-street, 
through the Cromac area to the corner of Ormeau- 
avenue and Cromac-street, and thence through low- 
class property to Shaftesbury-square and beyond. 

Many incoming cars from the County Down side 
of the river and the East Antrim coastal area could be 
parked in this vast Paternoster car park, whence 
access would be simple to the urban through-way 
or to the North Down bypass across the new bridge. 


It is further suggested that traffic in and out of 


the city from North Down should be two ways; it 
should cross the new Queen’s-square bridge and thence 
go at high level above the County Down railway until 
it picks up the Holywood-Bangor bypass road at 
Dee-street Bridge; there should be a drop en route 
to a new road which follows the line of the disused 
Belfast-Dundonald railway as far as Knock-road 
station where it would pick up the new ring road from 
Knockbreda to Knock. Across the other bridge, 
traffic to Holywood and Bangor would flow naturally 
through Madrid-street to the Dee-street Bridge.

. of Science, Shrivenham, to replace their existing cinema which, housed in a most unsuitable building, 
A perspective of the design was exhibited at the Summer 





was proving inadequate for the needs of the College. 
Exhibition of the Royal Academy in 1955 and, subsequently, sent to France in 1956 for exhibition at the Paris 
Salon. At this exhibition it was awarded a Bronze Medal by the Societé des Artistes Frangais. 

Construction: The main entrance block, containing foyer, lavatories and projection-room suite, is of 
The floor of the projection room suite, together with the projection canopy, 


orthodox brick and concrete. 
To save cost, the main roof of the auditorium is carried forward over the 


is in in-situ reinforced concrete. 
suite, and its roof gives easy access to cat ladders and spot lights in the roof space. 

The auditorium construction, the basic requirements being that of economy and speed of erection, consists 
of a steel frame. This is clad externally with Pyrok vermiculite plaster, applied onto screeded expanded 
metal, fixed to 4 in. by 4 in. steel angles between the main stanchions. The internal wall faces are of similar 
construction, Pyrok being applied to a hemi-hydrate plaster. This construction gives a sealed air space of 
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4in. The 4 in. by 4 in. steel angles are fixed horizontally between the stanchions, running in all cases from the 
outside flange to the inner flange. By doing this it was possible to create vertical lighting troughs on the inside 
wall surfaces without recourse to any special fittings. 

The internal vermiculite plaster faces provide effective acoustic surfaces to the side walls, resonance being 
obtained from the hard plaster at low level. The major part of the ceiling and rear wall are finished with 
Supacoust acoustic tiles, a resonant area being provided over the front section of the ceiling towards the stage. 

Stereophonic sound, utilising speakers set above the false ceiling, is installed and, despite the lightness of 
the structure, the building has proved most successful from an acoustic point of view. 

The contract figure for the scheme, excluding seating, cinematograph equipment and screen, amounted to 
£40,605 or £68 per seat. The additional bay to the auditorium for the stage and orchestra pit, together with 
changing rooms and the manager’s flat, cost approximately £13,000, leaving a nett figure of approximately 
£28,000, or £50 per seat, for the cinema, together with fencing, car park and forecourt.

The clients had very detailed 
requirements regarding the size 
and number of drawer units, 
holding their various ranges of 
silks, and displaying the various 
shapes of ties. These are all in- 
corporated in one composite unit, 
protected by wooden roller shut- 
ters, which are lockable. 
Adjoining this unit is a small 
cupboard flush with the panelling. 
The cupboard door has a full- 
length mirror on the inside and a 
white opal glass ceiling, lit auto- 
matically when the door is opened. 
The low sideboard unit, next to 
the door, holds a number of 
drawers. 
The rest of the room contains 
a display table, a small cocktail 
cabinet and four ‘Hille’ chairs. 
The flush panelling to the wall is 
witch elm, wax polished, the slats 
of the wooden shutters are mahog- 
any and the carcase to the range 
fitments and table top are white 
mahogany. The tubular legs are 
stove enamelled white. The cost 
of the whole of the job amounted 
to about £1,000.

QIR.—In your leading article of 
March 1, you seriously criticised the 


| conduct of the Sydney Opera House 


Competition and the award. I think it 
should be realised that there are two 
main types of competition, as well as two 
conflicting points of view about this one. 

There is the competition which is not 
concerned with a detailed solution, but 
which seeks an imaginative concept and 


| an architect of the first order to carry it 


out; and there is the competition which 
sets detailed programme requirements 
and expects them to be precisely solved. 

Obviously the Sydney competition was 
of the first type, and its broad objective 
was made perfectly clear in the preamble 
to the conditions, which said that ‘com- 
petitors should appreciate that it is 


| unlikely that the winning scheme would 
| be erected without variation and that, in 
| consequence, the promoters seek a sound 


basic scheme by a competent architect.’ 
I believe that this is entirely the right 
approach for an international competi- 
tion of this magnitude. 
As for the conflicting points of view, 


| your readers will find the following com- 


parisons most interesting: 

The Builder (leader of March 1): 
The competition was ‘ gravely mishandled 
in the drawing up of the conditions .. . 
they . . . ‘have been loosely drawn.’ 

Architects’ Journal, June 21, 1956: 
‘The original conditions were admirable, 
short and clear, leaving great latitude for 
original and creative thought.’ 

The Builder: 
“Confidence in the conduct of the com- 
petition is hardly restored by a scrutiny 
of the design placed first.’ 

University of Melbourne: publication ‘ Cross 

Section’ (Department of Architecture): 

‘That the judges were right was im- 
mediately understood by those present at 
last Tuesday’s tense announcing ceremony. 
Especially was it acknowledged then and 
there by many other competitors.’ 

The Builder: 
‘The handling of this major competition 
has been seriously at fault... it has struck 
a severe blow to the confidence reposed in 
the method.” 

University of Melbourne: 
‘This judgement is a victory for the com- 
petition method.’ 

At least, these comparisons show that 
there is no cause for alarm about the 
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competition method. Other reports from 
Australia seem to suggest that in this ¢ 
it has been a triumph.

IR.—Your attack on the way in which 

the competition for the Sydney 
Opera House was conducted and on the 
prize-winning entry is a classical example 
of English sour grapes. 

Your detailed criticism is, on some 
counts, sound, but it applies equally to 
all three prizewinners. The broad condi- 
tions of the competition exclude such a 
detailed analysis in determining the entry 
which best meets the aesthetic and func- 
tional demands of the problem. Those 
architects who today are badgered and 


regulated into making their buildings 
meet the requirements of _ by-laws, 
authorities. commissions and govern- 


ments, must find it stimulating to be 
asked to design a building such as this 
with the minimum of restrictions. The 
promoters are to be commended for 
drawing up conditions which have per- 
mitted those entering to fully exercise 
their creative abilities. 

The assessors themselves who are in 
the forefront of architectural thought are 
an indication of the effort Sydney has 
made to obtain a high standard of archi- 
tectural achievement. 

There is one other aspect of the prize 
winning entry which should be noted. 
The aesthetic concept of the design, as 
far as can be seen from the photographs 
and plans you have published, is essenti- 
ally a resolution of spatial relationships 
set up by the flow and movement of the 
various volumes comprising it. These 
are curved and sculpted rather than arti- 
culated and flat. This expression, which 
is Baroque in character, may help to ex- 
plain your antipathy toward it, for Eng- 
lish architecture has never understood or 
found expression in such concepts.

The Jaguar Factory Fire 
To the Editor of The Builder 


~IR,—Many of your readers will have 
a professional interest in the contri- 
bution of the roof construction at the 
Jaguar factory to the spread of fire, and 
must have been confused or misled by 
the conflicting statements which have 
been made on the subject and the lack of 
any factual description of the nature of 
the roof construction itself. I think, 
therefore, they may be interested in the 
information set out below, which has 
been compiled from an inspection carried 
out at the Jaguar Factory within 48 hours 
of the fire. 

The fire took place in a factory which 
was constructed in 1939 when the roof 
consisted of ~ in. fibre insulating board 
laid over the supporting steelwork and 
fixed by a specialist contractor, over 
which my firm placed the cladding of 
corrugated protected metal sheets. 

During the war 12 bays at the 
north end of this factory were damaged 
by enemy action, in which the whole of 
the fibre board lining in this area was 
lost and corrugated protected metal 
sheeting only was restored as necessary, 
fixed hard down upon the purlins. When 
the building was subsequently relined 
after the war, + in. natural fibre board 
was placed below the supporting steel- 
work, i.e., 4 in. below the protected metal 
roof, so creating a cavity roof construc- 
tion. This work was presumably carried 
out by a specialist insulation contractor. 

The fire began at the north end of this 
area in a store containing large quantities of 
tyres and finished components, many of 
them in wrappings or in cartons, and intense 
heat was generated fairly rapidly. As this 
reached the underside of the roof lining, the 
fibre board took light and the flames spread 
along the roof lining, both inside the cavity 
and outside. The heat provided by the 
burning fibre board 4 in, below set light to 
the outer cladding of the protected metal 
sheets, the bitumen coatings of which fell 
on to the fibre board before the fibre board 
itself, sagging between its unsupported tees, 
fell to the ground. Fire spread similarly 
along subsequent bays at an increasing rate 
until it reached the 13th bay, which had 
been unaffected by bombing and where the 
original over-purlin lining was therefore 
intact. This lining was burned on the under- 
side and became charred, but was not 
dislodged from the supporting tees and 
remained in position. The protected metal 
sheeting above it was unaffected. Here the 
spread of fire stopped. We know of no 
factors which account for the sudden stop- 
ping of the fire-spread in the roof, except 
that the roof construction reverted to the 
original form at this point. 


It is our opinion that had the building 
been unaffected by bombing and the original 
construction remained intact throughout, 
even with the natural fibre board which was 
the only material of the kind available at 
the time the factory was built, the spread of 
fire in the roof would have been confined to 
three half bays. Had asbestos-faced insula- 
tion board or an incombustible building 
board been available the spread of fire 
would have been even less. 
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What, then, are the lessons to be learned 
from the Jaguar experience? In our 
opinion, there are three:-— 

(1) That if fibre board is used to provide 
under-drawn insulation for a roof, it is 
important that it should be of the asbestos- 
faced type which has a Class I Spread of 
Flame rating. An alternative would be to 
use an incombustible building board. 
Neither of these materials was available 
at the time the Jaguar factory was built. 

(2) An under-drawn lining should be 
placed close to the external cladding so as 
to avoid the formation of a cavity, along 
which flame can rapidly be funnelled, 

(3) That the construction should be such 
that the under-drawn lining is firmly 
anchored to the cladding material so as to 
avoid the possibility of its falling in a 
blazing mass and so spreading fire. 
These are principles which we have long 

advocated and practised. -

W. H. PLAYFAIR 
A Centenary 

HE centenary of the death of William 
Henry Playfair, the architect who 
perhaps more than any other won for 
Edinburgh the title of ‘The Athens of the 
North,’ takes place on March 19. Born 
in Russell-square, London, in July, 1789, 
the son of an architect, Playfair went to 
live with his uncle in Edinburgh and 


studied architecture under William 
Starke, of Glasgow. 
He was well established in private 


practice when, in 1815, he received his 
first public employment, the laying out of 
part of the New Town, Edinburgh. Here, 
in 1820, he designed the Royal and 
Regent Terraces. From 1817 to 1824 he 
was occupied in rebuilding and enlarging 
the University buildings, though he left 
the front as designed by Robert and 
James Adam. Other important buildings 
in Edinburgh included the Observatory, 
Advocates’ Library, the Royal Institution, 
the College of Surgeons, St. Stephen’s 
Church and the Free Church College. 
His culminating achievement was the 
National Gallery of Scotland, the 
foundation stone of which was laid in 
1850 by the Prince Consort. 

On Calton Hill he was associated with 
the unfinished national monument, the 
design for which was supplied by C. R. 
Cockerell, RA, and he designed also the 
monument to his uncle (Professor Play- 
fair) and that to Dugald Stewart, the 
latter modelled on the choragic monu- 
ment to Lysicrates, Athens. 

Most of his more important works in 
Edinburgh were in the Classical style, 
but like many other architects of the 
period he did work in the Tudor 
manner, the most important of which 
was Donaldson’s Hospital, 1842-1848. 
He had a considerable private practice 
and designed many country houses in 
both the Classic and the Tudor styles. 
He died in Edinburgh, after a long illness, 
on March 19, 1857.

HIS building has been erected on the site of one destroyed by enemy action. One building intervenes 
between the Exchange and the new wing on the St. Mary Axe frontage, but behind this intervening 
building the original and new buildings are adjacent and are, in fact, linked at ground-floor and basement levels. 
The banqueting hall is known as the Queen’s Room since Her Majesty opened the bui'ding, and it can be 
divided by a movable wall which is housed in a pit beneath the floor; it is raised by five electrically-driven 
screw jacks. This wall, which is steel framed, is panelled to match the remainder of the hall, and is filled with 
two tons of pelleted wool, to give a high degree of acoustical insulation.

RIBA Annual Discourse 


[HE Royal Institute of British Archi- 
tects has announced the establish- 
ment of an Annual Discourse to be given 
at the Royal Institute by designers and 
scholars of world-wide reputation. 

The first lecture in this series will be 
given by the distinguished Finnish 
architect, Alvar Aalto, on Wednesday, 
April 10, at 6 p.m. Mr. Aalto speaks 
excellent English and he is to illustrate 
his discourse with slides. The Royal 
Institute will welcome members of the 
general public to this lecture, to which 
admission is free. 

Mr. Aalto is this year’s Royal Gold 
Medallist. The Royal Gold Medal is 


awarded annually by Her Majesty the 
Queen on the recommendation of the 
Royal Institute and it will be presented 
to Mr. Aalto at a ceremony to be held at 





the Royal Institute on April 9 at 6 p.m. 
During Mr. Aalto’s visit to this country 
an exhibition, ‘ Architecture in Finland’ 
will opea in the Royal Institute's 
galleries. It is being prepared by the 
Museum of Finnish Architecture and the 
indications are that it will be a splendidly 
produced exhibition of great interest. 


New Zealand House Agreement 


IT WAS announced on Tuesday that 
the New Zealand Government and the 
Crown’ Estate Commissioners have 
reached agreement on the design for New 
Zealand House, which will be built on 
the site of the former Carlton Hotel at 
the junction of Pall Mall and Haymarket. 
The Crown Estate Commissioners are 
ground landlords. 

The Crown Estate Office stated that 
the new building will follow the revised 
design by Professor Robert Matthew, 
CBE, FRIBA, and that above the base 
or podium of four storeys the rectangular 
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tower will contain 
with a penthouse at the summit. 
building will be 225 ft. high. 

The statement added that the New 
Zealand Government and the Crown 
Estate Commissioners felt that the new 
building would provide a worthy head- 
quarters for the New Zealand Govern- 
ment and for New Zealanders in Britain, 
and that it would also make a noteworthy 
contribution to contemporary architec- 
ture in London. 

Demolition of the existing building is 
expected to begin in June and tenders for 
the new building will go out early next 
year. Professor Matthew’s _ revised 
design was illustrated in The Builder last 
weck, but it is understood that the design 
as finally approved will be one storey 
higher.

Ring Road Brochure 


A BROCHURE to mark the commence- 
ment of work on Birmingham’s new 
inner ring road, inaugurated at a cere- 
mony on March 8 by the Minister of 
Transport and Civil Aviation, the Rt. 
Hon. Harold Watkinson, MP, has been 
issued by’ the’ city’s information 
department. 


The scheme consists of about 3} miles 
of dual carriageway roads. The ring 
road will generally be 110 ft. wide, 
having two carriageways each 38 ft. wide 
and two footpaths each 15 ft. wide, giving 
4 ft. reservations between the two 
carriageways. Provision will thus be 
made for three moving lines of traffic and 
one line of stationary vehicles in each 
direction. 


The construction of the scheme will 
involve the acquisition of more than 
1,500 interests in property, and the 
redevelopment of about 80 acres of land 
including 14 acres already in_ cor- 
poration ownership. About 45 acres 
will be available for leasing to developers.

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Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors 
uk. BROOKE CHIEF GUEST AT ANNUAL DINNER 


THe annual dinner of the Royal Insti- 

tution of Chartered Surveyors was 
held at Grosvenor House, W1, on March 
5, with the president, Mr. W. E. A. Bull, 
in the chair. Mr. Henry Brooke, MP, 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment, was the principal guest. 

Mr. BULL, in proposing the toast of the 
‘Guests,’ made a most humorous speech. 
In a reference to the Rent Bill, he said 
that Mr. Brooke was a ‘ very brave man 
to take such a measure over from his pre- 
decessor, and remembering that ‘rent’ 
was the past tense of the verb ‘to rend? 
he (Mr. Bull) had said to himself when 
he heard this news ‘ that’s torn it!” How- 
ever, the new Minister of Housing had 
had a great deal of valuable experience 
in putting forward * unlikely suggestions. 

Since 1946, the President continued, 
sometimes at the Ministry’s request, the 
Royal Institution had prepared no fewer 
than 80 memoranda for submission to 
Government committees. Occasionally, 
the suggestions put forward by the RICS 
were, of course, adopted, or seemed to 
be adopted—one could never rule out the 
possibility that the Minister had had the 
same idea independently of the Royal 
Institution! One such suggestion that 
had, however, been adopted recently 
related to the Rent Bill—that the period 
for landlord and tenant to agree a rent 
under the new legislation should be in- 
creased from six months to 18 months. 
The only ‘small difference’ was that the 
period had reappeared in the Bill as 15 
months. Nevertheless, he was sure that 
they all wished the Minister well in the 
passage of the Bill through the House. 


The Minister’s ‘Trepidation’ 


In his response, MR. BROOKE spoke of 
his trepidation as a new Minister of 
Housing in coming into a room where 
there was gathered together ‘all the 
knowledge that exists’ of land and 
development. He was, however, happy 
to come to a Ministry served by the first 
woman Permanent Secretary that the 
Civil Service had known. ‘ Dame Evelyn 
Sharp,” said Mr. Brooke, ‘combines 
great personal charm with complete 
knowledge and understanding of every 
omy in the Town and Country Planning 

ct,’ 

As for himself, only seven weeks had 
passed since he left the Treasury to come 
to his present post. ‘There I was con- 
cerned in discussions about the pros and 
cons of economic planning,’ said Mr. 
Brooke. ‘I find myself involved in much 
more detailed types of planning now. 

“Let me say at once, as a new Minister 
but with some small experience of town 
planning gained in other capacities, that 
Iam quite certain no modern nation in 
an island like this can let land use and 
physical development go completely un- 
planned. That would create not liberty, 
but chaos. 

‘At the same time—still speaking as a 
hew Minister—I cannot help seeing the 
danger of overlaying the true spirit and 
purpose of town and country planning by 


being drawn into much too much detail. 
No one can be all-wise in everything. 

* If we seek all the time to reach perfec- 
tion of detail in planning matters, we 
may not only find ourselves slowing 
down legitimate activities to the point 
where planning gets a deservedly bad 
name: we may also be setting ourselves 
such an unending multitude of minor 
problems that it passes beyond the wit of 
mortal man to grapple with them all.’ 

How one could confine planning con- 
trol to the important issues while relaxing 
it on the unimportant points was not a 
question which he could presume to 
answer within a short seven weeks. 
Sometimes the seemingly unimportant, if 
settled this way or that, could influence 
or determine the pattern of future 
development over a far broader field. 

* But I want you to know,’ added Mr. 

Brooke, “how my thoughts are moving 
at this very early stage of my own 
development, and then later on you will 
be able to form your own judgments 
whether I have been managing to work 
out my own pattern of practical policy 
successfully or net.’ 
_ SiR NoRMAN BiRKETT, who responded, 
lived up to his reputation for being one 
of the best after dinner speakers of the 
day. He spoke of the great part that the 
professions had to play in the national 
life, and the heavy responsibility that lay 
on them to keep their ideals alive and 
carry on their great traditions.

COSTS OF APPEAL 
TO LANDS TRIBUNAL 
By a Legal Correspondent 


HE case of Wootton v. Central Land 
Board which was principally con- 
cerned with the award of the costs of a 
hearing before the Lands Tribunal is of 
interest not only for this aspect of the 
case but because of the decision of the 
Lands Tribunal itself. The appellant was 
in possession of planning consent granted 
by the Banstead Urban District Council 
for the development of a garden city pro- 
ject known as the Walton Downs Garden 
City. When the question of development 
value came to be determined by the 
Central Land Board they determined the 
freehold interest as £44,500, the difference 
between £52,000, the unrestricted value, 
and £7,500, the restricted value. The 
appellant, on the other hand, considered 
that the development value was £217,517. 
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As might be expected, there was a dif- 
ference of principle between the Central 
Land Board and the owner in reaching 
these values. The owner calculated the 
unrestricted value from the residual value 
to the owner after the costs of laying out 
and dividing into plots had been taken 
from the final amount estimated to be 
received from the sale of the plots having 
allowed a profit to the developer. The 
Central Land Board, on the other hand, 
based their valuation on certain net 
figures per foot frontage, varying in so 
far as certain land fronted existing roads 
and others back land. 

The Lands Tribunal, it is interesting 
to note, found that the appellant’s method 
of calculation rather than the Central 
Land Board’s was correct, but reduced 
the development value claimed to 
£102,500 because, although in principle 
the appellant was correct, he had not 
taken sufficient account of delays and 
risks which would occur and he was 
wrong in assuming an early execution of 
his plan. 


‘Mistaken Assumptions’ 


From the viewpoint of the main case, 
the incidence of costs on any application 
to the Lands Tribunal is most important. 
The Central Land Board, in exercising 
their discretion, had decided to make no 
order awarding costs to either side. They 
did so ‘having regard to the mistaken 
assumptions both by the appellant and 
the Central Land Board.’ Outside this 
award the hearing fee amounting to £500 
was to be paid by the appellant by reason 
of the existence of Rule 52 of the Lands 
Tribunal Rules. The Court of Appeal 
initially pointed out that they had the 
unqualified right to review the exercise 
of a discretion by the Tribunal, although 
the discretion of the High Court or a 
High Court judge could only be reviewed 
with leave. They came to the unanimous 
conclusion that the Tribunal had exer- 
cised their discretion wrongly. 

In essence, the appeal against the deci- 
sion of the Central Land Board had been 
successful as in principle the appellants 
had won their case. The fact that the 
sum finally awarded was nearer to the 
Central Land Board’s figure than the 
appellant’s did not matter. The Court 
therefore allowed the appeal against costs 
and ordered that the Central Land Board 
should pay one half of the costs of the 
appellant before the Lands Tribunal. The 
Court also criticised Rule 52 and ordered 
that the Central Land Board should pay 
half the hearing fee of the cases before 
the Lands Tribunal. The costs of the 
present case in the Court of Appeal were 
borne by the Board. 

The importance of this case is clear. 
From the point of view of the appellant 
the determination of the true develop- 
ment value may still be of importance. 
From the viewpoint of any person who 
wishes to bring a case to the Lands 
Tribunal it gives some security that not 
all his own costs of a case which is pro- 
perly founded will be borne by the appel- 
lant himself, even if he makes errors in 
the working out of the principle. The 
views of the Court of Appeal on the 
incidence of the hearing fee will also 
assist appellants. 
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Building and Civil Engineering Work 


INCREASED OUTPUT IN 1956 


HE value of output by the building and 
civil engineering industries last year 
was £2,070,000,000—£206 million more than 
in 1955—according to provisional figures 
compiled by the Ministry of Works. These 
figures, together with provisional figures for 
output in the fourth quarter of 1956, a pro- 
visional index number of production, and 
employment figures for January, 1957, have 
been issued by the Ministry of Works in 
advance of their publication in the Monthly 
Digest of Statistics. 


Allowing for changes in cost between 1955 
and 1956, the Ministry of Works estimates 
that the amount of building and civil 
engineering work done last year was six per 
cent. higher than in 1955. This is a higher 
increase in production than occurred in 
other industries last year. 


During 1956 it is estimated that almost 
£170m. more new building and civil 
engineering work was done, of which nearly 
£60m. was new industrial building. This 
represents an increase of 26 per cent. on the 
value of industrial work done in 1955. There 
was little change in output on industrial 
building between the third and fourth 
quarters. 


The results of the Board of Trade inquiry 
into capital expenditure by industry for the 
first nine months of 1956 showed an increase 
of 32 per cent. compared with the same 
period of 1955. It appears that the tendency 
shown in the first three quarters of 1956 
for the rate of factory building to level off 
continued in the fourth quarter and that the 
percentage increase for the whole year will 
be smaller than this figure of 32 per cent.

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SCHOOL BUILDING 
COSTS 


Stourbridge Council Urge 
Economy 


RCHITECTURAL _ extravagances in 

design and fittings that greaily increase 
the cost of building new schools were Con 
demned at a meeting of Stourbridge Town 
Council recently, Arising out of the £1m 
increase in the cost of education in Wo. 
cestershire for the coming year, the Counc 
decided to inform the County Council thet 
they were gravely concerned at the increased 
cost of the service and urged them to exer. 
cise the utmost economy, especially in the 
erection of new buildings. 

Mr. F. SPILLER said that while he would 
be the last person to discourage any me- 
sures deemed necessary for the improve. 
ment of educational facilities, he could not 
but express his concern at what, in his 
opinion, were unwarrantable extravagances 
in design and fittings of school buildings, In 
the interests of ratepayers a more rigorous 
approach should be made in the examina 
tion of all plans submitted by architects, 
with a view to pruning unnecessary embel- 
lishments. ‘In days like these, when we 
should exercise the greatest economy,’ he 
went on, ‘no professional man should be 
allowed to indulge in elaborate and fanciful 
designs which are bound to increase costs 
unnecessarily and finally have to be borne 
by the ratepayers.’ 

He felt very strongly that a more realistic 
approach must be made by the Worcester- 
shire County Council. He could speak from 
experience of recent school building pro- 
grammes, the costs of which had aston- 
ished him. They had a notable example of 
a school recently opened in the borough 
which was a veritable glasshouse. Due to 
the extensive glazed areas, the cost of heat- 
ing the building had soared to alarming 
proportions. Conversely, during the summer 
the building was unbearably hot. They 
should cut out the frills and harness their 
resources to common-sense planning.

Conforming to Standards 


Major E. B. HoLtoway, a member of the 
County Council, said he believed in econ- 
omy and tried to encourage it, but he did 
not agree with the resolution to the County 
Council nor with much of what Mr. Spiller 
had said. It was wrong to blame them for 
the lighting, heating and ventilation in 
buildings; all buildings had to conform to 
standards set by. the Ministry of Education. 
He disagreed that there were great embel- 
lishments to schools. They wanted reason- 
ably beautiful buildings, not something that 
looked like a prison. 

Mr J. H. WoorpripGe, a retired head- 
master, said schools built 60 years ago, 
which were regarded as palaces, were now 
considered ugly and unfit for their purpose. 
We had to look to the future. It would be 
50 or 60 years before the schools now being 
built would be taken down. Poor buildings 
did have an effect on the children. The 
Government laid down standards for school 
building, and if the County Council did not 
conform, the plans were immediately sent 
back for alteration. The Ministry of Edu- 
cation’s architects were the people who 
decided about school buildings, not the 
local architects. 
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GRANTS FOR FARM 
IMPROVEMENTS 


Substantial Volume of Building 
Work Foreseen 
From a Correspondent 


JPURTHER information regarding the 
proposed farm improvement 
grants has recently become available. 
Following consultations with farmers, 
landowners and professional bodies con- 
cerned with agriculture, details are avail- 
able of the type of improvement which 
will qualify. As the scheme will 
eventually present opportunities for a 
considerable volume of building work, 
the developments to date are interesting. 
It is hoped that formal application for 
grants will be accepted from September 
1. Soon after Easter it may be possible 
to receive and consider, without commit- 
ment, provisional proposals for work and 
to make inspections. Grants will be 
payable to landlords, owner-occupiers 
and tenants, who must, when this is 
necessary under the Agricultural Holding 
Acts, obtain the approval of their land- 
lord or of the appropriate Minister. 

The Government has decided _ that 
grants cannot be paid on work begun 
before the necessary legislation receives 
Royal Assent, but it intends to reduce 
to a minimum the delay after the Bill 
has become law. If the legislation 
receives Royal Assent before the Summer 
Recess it is probable that formal appli- 
cation for grant will be accepted from 
September | next. If the proposals have 
been inspected in advance it should then 
be possible to obtain approval quickly 
so that work can proceed. 

Something like 20,000 applications 
yearly are envisaged in England and 
Wales when the scheme gets under way. 
Announcements will be made later when 
and how the proposals should be sub- 
mitted for consideration. Grants will be 
available for all equipped farm units that 
are economical or could be made so with 
the proposed improvement. Normally 
the equipment of new holdings on bare 
land will be assisted only as part of a 
scheme of amalgamation. 

Units which do not at present provide 
a sufficient livelihood will be considered 
for grant where it is proposed to amal- 
gamate them with other land to form one 
or more units which will do so. In such 
cases 333 per cent. grant will be avail- 
able towards expenses of amalgamation, 
including legal and surveying charges and 
compensation for disturbance to out- 
going tenants. Improvements will be 
eligible for grants provided they fulfil 
certain conditions : — 


(1) That they will contribute 
materially to the efficient working of 
the farm. 

(2) That they will be capable of 
giving a reasonable return and will 
result in an increase, or prevention 
of decrease, of annual value—thus they 
will normally be confined to improve- 
ments with a life of not less than 15 
years. 

(3) That they will be sufficient in 
scope to get the fullest advantage from 
the capital outlay. 


_ (4) Grants for a permanent build- 
ing will not be given when it would 
be more appropriate to rely on a tem- 
porary building. 

It is interesting to consider some of 
the remarks made in the House of Lords 
when the details of the types of improve- 
ments which will qualify were recently 
announced. “Owners may well feel,’ 
EarL St. ALDwyNn pointed out, ‘that in 
view of the extra effort that will be re- 
quired from the building industry once 
the scheme starts, they would be well 
advised to spend the intervening months 
in catching up on repairs and mainten- 
ance.” The question of the likely volume 
of work passing to builders was also 
mentioned by EarRL WALDEGRAVE, who 
referred to a ‘pile-up’ of work after 
September 1. Earl Waldegrave went on 
to say that he ‘ hoped that the bottleneck 
would not lead to a steep rise in builders’ 
prices. 

There is much about the entire scheme 

which is of necessity shrouded from the 
builder at present, but reading between 
the lines one does feel that here possibly 
is the prospect of work for the slacker 
sections of the industry from the autumn 
onwards. There may be a good deal of 
preparatory work to be done, but if the 
prospects are as rosy as some of the Mem- 
bers of the Upper House suggest, it will 
be well worthwhile. 
_ No special provision for credit or loans 
is made in the scheme, but it is believed 
that the Agricultural Mortgage Corpora- 
tion ahd the Lands Improvement Com- 
pany have assured the Government that 
no credit-worthy owner need expect to 
find difficulty in raising a loan at current 
interest rates to cover the major part (if 
not all) of his share of the cost of an 
approved scheme.

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ARCHITECTS’ FEES 
Incentive Bonuses Suggested 


A SUGGESTION that architects should 
2 be put on an incentive bonus scheme, 
with a penalty if they overspent, was made 
by CLLR. VicTor TuRTON, chairman of the 
sites and buildings sub-committee, at a 
meeting on March 4 of the Birmingham 
Education Committee. An architect work- 
ing on the building of the new Colleges 
of Technology at Gosta Green, he said, 
had pressed the committee to allow a new 
contract to be given to one of the builders 
oa the site. The price asked for the work 
was £40,000, but the committee had insisted 
that both contractors should be asked to 
tender. The result was a tender of £30,958 

a saving of nearly £10,000. 

‘This question of professional fees is still 
worrying me.’ Cllr. Turton said. ‘In the 
engineering industry we get payment by 
results. The more money you save by pro- 
ducing more articles, the more you get paid. 
With an architect the more money he spends 
the bigger the cost of the job and the greater 
income he receives and, consequently, | 
have the opinion that architects—private 
architects in particular—have no real desire 
to find economies. This is the fourth occa- 
sion in three months that architects have 
insisted that the authority accept a single 
tender and when the authority has put the 
work out to tender there has been a saving.’ 

Clir. Turton then made the suggestion of 
a bonus scheme and penalty. The bonus 
would be paid to architects who, by good 
planning, made savings. The penalty would 
be for those who overspent. 

Ciir. G. A. Craic, who is a chartered 
surveyor, pointed out that an architect’s 
work did not consist entirely of the pre- 
paration of plans. A £40,000 job entailed 
roughly twice the work in preparing plans, 
correspondence and supervising as a £20,000 
job would have done. He knew of architects 
who had saved the committee money. 

Replying. CLLR. TuRTON said that if it 
were not for the City Architect’s Depart- 
ment much more money would have been 
speat. Quantity surveyors received not only 
a fee for the original estimate, but a second 
fee for a revision. 

Commenting on the discussion reported 
above, MR. HERBERT JACKSON, FRIBA, presi- 
dent of the Birmingham and Five Counties 
Architectural Association, said: ‘As a general 
rule the architect’s nose is kept down very 
firmly on the matter of costs. For schools 
there are fixed prices beyond which you 
won't get the Ministry’s sanction. One can 
understand that the architect may try to 
advise his client to have something which 
is more durable if maintenance costs are 
going to enter into it.’ 
~ Another Midland architect said: ‘In the 
long run the interests of any profession are 
bound up with the interests of its clients. 
You are not trying to make money out of 
them but to advise them in their own best 
interests.’

The 1957-58 Budget 


PRESENTING the estimates of income 

and expenditure for the financial year 
1957-58 at Tuesday’s meeting of the London 
County Council, Mr, NorMAN PRICHARD, 
chairman of the finance committee, gave 
some interesting details of the scale of the 
Council’s operations. ‘In the first year of 
its existence,’ said Mr. Prichard, ‘the 
Council spent in all some £24m. In the 
last year before the first world war the 
figure had risen to over £15m. and by 
1938-39 to more than £47m. Its turnover— 
capital and maintenance—in 1957-58 will 
exceed £130m., a figure larger than that 
of all but the very greatest business enter- 
prises. 

*“The Council’s housing_estates have a 
population of over 600,000. In the whole of 
England and Wales there are only three 
large towns which have a greater population 
than that now living on the Council's 
estates.’ 


The total capital provision (other than in 
respect of loans) was a little more than last 
year, i.€., £26,395,150 as compared with 
£26,035,800. Among the reasons for the 
increase of £359,000 were: The housing 
capital estimates included for the first time 
expenditure (to be recovered) for develop- 
ment on an agency basis in an ‘ expanded 
town "—the country town of Haverhill in 
West Suffolk; the main drainage service re- 
quired an additional £4m. as progress on 
the major works at the outfalls to improve 
the state of the River Thames gathered 
momentum. Town planning commitments, 
particularly for the removal of wrongly 
situated factories, also showed an increase. 


House Purchase Loans Restricted 


‘Applications from members of the pub- 
lic for loans for the purchase of houses and 
flats increased very materially during the 
current year, owing to the effect of the credit 
squeeze on building societies and other local 
authorities,» Mr. Prichard continued. ‘ As 
a result the provision in last year’s capital 
estimates has had to be substantially supple- 
mented, and in addition the finance commit- 
tee have had to take steps to curtail the 
number of loans; because of this these loans 
in the coming year will probably run at a 
lower level. I regret that we have had to 
curtail our lending in this direction but the 
credit squeeze left us no option.’ 


The Council had also decided to seek 
powers to lend money to the purchasers or 
lessees of land from the Council to help 
them to develop it. Provision had been 
made for these loans in the capital estimates 
for the first time. 


On the possibility of the Council’s build- 
ing a new town, Mr. Prichard said: ‘If we 
go ahead with this we shall have to spend 
further large sums on capital account. To 
build a new town for approximately 60,000 
people would cost the Council about £50 m. 
spread over perhaps 10 years. We should 
prefer to borrow these sums in the market 
on reasonable terms if we can. In case that 
is not possible it is imperative that the 
Council should have the right to go to the 
Public Works Loan Board for the additional 
capital needed, over and above the Council's 
normal capital requirements.” 


Utilising Vacant Shops 

AT a meeting of the LCC on March 5, 
e Mr. MartTIN Bonpb asked that, having 
regard to questions put by him on a pre- 
vious occasion to Mr. W. G. FISKE, chair- 
man of the Housing Committee, the answers 
to which showed inter alia that some of the 
Council’s shops had been vacant for over 
six years and that there was considerable 
difficulty in finding tenants in some cases, 
did he agree that a report should be sub- 
mitted to the Housing Committee on the 
utilisation of existing vacant shops and that 
the Council’s shop-provision policy should 
be reviewed? 


In reply, Mr. Fiske said: I am_ sure 
that the hon. member will sympathise with 
the policy of the Council in providing 
alternative shops wherever possible for the 
relocation of traders displaced by the 
Council’s operations. The retention of shops 
for this purpose may well be protracted but 
it is, nevertheless, wise to continue to make 
such provision. Many of the shops in ques- 
tion were planned three or four years before 
they were erected, and the demand which 
existed when the plans were approved has 
diminished progressively during the period 
between planning and erection. 

A survey of all vacant shops is now being 
made, in order to decide whether any of 
them can be considered surplus to trading 
purposes. A report on this survey will be 
submitted to the Housing Committee as 
soon as possible. The future policy of the 
Council in relation to the provision of shops 
on the Council’s housing estates will then 
be considered at the same time. 


Mr. BonD: May I take it that as there 
was no reference to this survey and report 
in reply to my two questions on shops at 
the last Council meeting, the survey and 
report have been launched as a result of 
these recent inquiries? 


Mr. FISKE: No. 


Fixing of Fireguards 

Mr. R. J. CLEAVER asked the chairmen 
of both the Housing Committee and the 
Public Control Committee if, in view of the 
requirements of section 11 of the Children 
and Young Persons Act, 1933, as amended, 
suitable fittings for the safe fixing of fire- 
guards were standard installations for all 
open fireplaces in the Council’s dwellings 
now under construction or in future 
schemes? 


Mr. Fiske replied: Now that fireguard 
fixings have been designed to accord with 
the new British Standard Specification they 
will be provided for open fireplaces in 
Council dwellings now under construction 
and in future schemes. 


St. Giles’s Circus Redevelopment 


IN REPLY to a question put by Lieut.-Col. 
NORMAN EDWARDS concerning road im- 
provement works at St. Giles’s Circus, Hol- 
born, Mr. EDMoNnDs, chairman of the Town 
Planning Committee, said it was hoped that 
demolition work would commence towards 
the end of this year to be followed by the 
actual road works. Seventeen shops, five 
restaurants and eight offices would be re- 
quired to move. Of these none had been 
found alternative accommodation so far. As 
yet none of the premises had been vacated 
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but there was reason to believe ‘hat at least 
two firms had already made arrangements 
to move and it was known that several 
others were negotiating terms fo; alternative 
premises. 


ACCIDENT PREVENTION 
IN THE MIDLANDS 
Active Birmingham Group 


DURING the past 12 months the Build- 

ing Contractors’ Section of the Birm- 
ingham Industrial Safety Group has become 
extremely active, writes a correspondent 
and is playing its part in stimulating interest 
in the prevention of accidents in the industry 
in the Midlands. Both this group and the 
London Building and Engineering Con- 
tractors’ Accident Prevention Group are 
doing their best to convince both employers 
and men that accidents cause not only pain 
and distress to those directly involved, but 
also financial loss to all parties. 


The Birmingham Group, in addition to 
its lecture programme which has _ been 
particularly well attended, has taken the 
initiative in its attempts to bring home the 
seriousness of the accident rate within 
the industry to the young craftsmen 
by providing a series of talks to appren- 
tices and student surveyors at (Brooklyn 
Farm Technical College, Birmingham. 
during the first week in February. Due 
to the co-operation of the principal of the 
college, some 500 youths were able to hear 
these talks and it has been felt, both by the 
college authorities and the Building Con- 
tractors’ Group, that the result can be noth- 
ing but satisfactory. 

In addition, Birmingham runs an Indus- 
trial Safety Training Centre through the 
Birmingham Industrial Safety Group and 
in co-operation with the Factory Inspec- 
torate a series of courses has been inau- 
gurated on Safety in the Building Industry. 
suitable for outside supervisors, foremen 
and charge hands; the first of these courses 
took place on January 23 to 24 and was 
oversubscribed. The remaining courses 
will take place on March 20 to 21, June 18 
to 19, September 10 to 11, November 12 to 
13, and additional courses will be run as 
necessary.

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BUILDING IN UGANDA 
Building Association’s Report 


[s presenting the annual report of the 
Uganda Association of Building and Civil 
fogineering Contractors tomembers ata meet- 
ing held in Kampala on January 25, Mr.J.A. 
SINCLAIR, chairman, said: *A year ago in 
my report | said that the Association had 
continued to protest to the Government con- 
cerning the immigration regulations and, al- 
though it was counter-argued that regulations 
must be obeyed, it was with the greatest 
satisfaction that we all learned in August 
thata more realistic approach had been made 
to the country’s needs by the Government’s 
amendments to the regulations. These pro- 
vide, amongst other things, for an extension 
ofa temporary employment pass up to eight 
years’ duration against the previous four. 

Mr.Sinclair said that representations to the 
Government were also continued regarding 
the method of charging for water for build- 
ing purposes and again in August it was 
learned that the charges as related to the 
value of the building were cancelled by legis- 
lation and amended by charges being payable 
through a meter based on actual consump- 
tion on the building site. 

‘No country can develop without appren- 
tices,” he continued, ‘ whatever the trade or 
profession—and all the academic degrees 
issued will be of no avail unless there are 
hundreds of apprentices undergoing tuition 
in trades to every one college graduate. Here 
the association have come to the fore by 
many discussions, with both the labour and 
education departments. These departments 
have patiently listened to our problems (and 
in a multi-racial society there are many)— 
and to our suggestions, which were based 
upon practice. In February of this year 
members of the Association will be taking 
some 60 African apprentices from the tech- 
nical schools for two-year on-training in 
industry. When these lads have completed 
what will then be five years of trade tuition 
—it can be safely assumed that the resultant 


product will be a better craftsman than pro- 
duced by the haphazard methods of training 
that belong to the past. Nevertheless, it is 
still going to be many years before there are 
sufficient trained and experienced African 
craftsmen, who, by passing their knowledge 
to others, can see the departure of the last 
immigrant craftsman from this country. 

At a higher level, one of our members has 
had constant discussions with the labour and 
education departments in an effort to find 
sufficiently skilled and knowledgeable Afri- 
cans for training in executive duties and who 
would prefer to take their chance in industry 
instead of the apparent greater security and 
ease of a Government department. It is 
hoped that during the following 12 months 
the first two or three Africans will come into 
the industry to be trained as building man- 
agers and that their training will, in the years 
to come, enable them to be amongst the first 
efficient African firms of building contrac- 
tors, and to become the first Uganda African 
licentiates of the UK Institute of Builders.’ 

During the year the Association had the 
pleasure of welcoming to honorary member- 
ship the director of African housing. It was 
hoped, he said, that before long other 
Government departments, to whom was ex- 
tended a cordial invitation to honorary mem- 
bership, would see fit to change their minds 
and join their discussions during 1957. 

Concluding, Mr. Sinclair said: ‘The year 
1957 promises as much building work as was 
forecast and was in fact carried out in 1956. 
On the civil engineering side, however, there 
do not appear to be replacement contracts 
for major works like Owen Falls Dam, 
Tororo Cement Works Extension, Western 
Uganda Railway Extension, Kilembe Mines 
and many of the smaller works carried out 
for secondary industries. With a drop in 
this type of work and to a lesser extent in 
first-class roads, the heavy capital commit- 
ments of plant carried by civil engineering 
contracts may have to be taken out of a 
country so patently needing capital of this 
type for its continuing development.’

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SAFER OPEN FIRES 


Minister’s Appeal to Local 
Authorities 


REMINDER of the importance of pro- 
viding fixtures to hold fireguards in 
position has been sent to local authorities 
by the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government in a new circular (No. 13/57). 
There are indications that so far few 
local authorities have installed the fixtures 
in their council houses, yet surveys have 
shown that at least 50 per cent. of burning 
accidents in the home are caused by unpro- 
tected fires. 

Many local authorities appear to have 
taken the view that the wide variety of fire- 
guards make it impracticable to provide 
fixtures, states the circular. However, the 
British Standards Institution have recently 
produced a specification for fireguards, in- 
corporating fixing hooks, for open fires, so 
that the difficulty can now be overcome. 
The cost of providing a suitable fixture in 
the wall or fire surround is small, and the 
Ministry understand that various models 
and sizes of fireguards which comply with 
the new specification are becoming avail- 
able. 

In view of the appalling consequences, in 
pain, disfigurement and death, that can result 
from lack of adequate precautions, the 
Minister feels sure, the circular continues, 
that councils will think it right to take 
prompt and effective action. He suggests 
that councils should ask staff visiting tenants 
to bring the danger to their notice, and to 
advise them on fireguards. If councils de- 
cide to sell fireguards to their tenants the 
Minister will be prepared to give any neces- 
sary approval. 

New council houses should have a proper 
fireguard in the first place. 

New electric, oil and gas heaters are now 
sold with guards, but many existing older 
appliances do not have them fitted. The 
boards and contracting firms will do their 
best to supply suitable guards, and local 
authorities are asked to do what they can 
to help. 


PREFABRICATED HOUSES 


West Kesteven Council to 
Purchase from MoHLG 


West KESTEVEN RDC _ decided on 
February 23 to spend £6,300 on the purchase 
of 42 prefabricated temporary houses from 
the Ministry of Housing at a cost of £150 
each. 

Mr. J. Dean, the council surveyor, esti- 
mated that the houses had a life of another 
20 years. Mr. J. R. Morgan, clerk to the 
council, stated that the Ministry were offer- 
ing loans over a 15-year period. These will 
bring the number of houses in the district 
without mains water supply to over 500. A 
report from the Health and Waterworks 
Committee showed that there were 178 
houses within reasonable distance of exist- 
ing mains, and 282 others not on the line 
of water mains. 

The council decided to ask the surveyor 
to report to the next meeting of the com- 
mittee on the quality of the existing private 
supplies to the 178 houses, and the cost of 
connecting them. 
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LMBA 


The Importance of Human 
Relations 


AVING emphasised in his first speech 

as president of the LMBA the impor- 
tance of human relations as between the 
employer and the operative, Mr. W. K. 
LAING went on in his second at Ilford to ex- 
plain how the LMBA is also contributing 
to a greater appreciation of human relations. 
He was speaking at a luncheon given by the 
North Eastern Area. Mr. H. J. Horn, JP. 
chairman of the Area, presided. 

‘Many members of the LMBA,’ said Mr. 
Laing, ‘do not realise the many ways in 
which the LMBA helps its members, par- 
ticularly in the sphere of human relations. 
Human relations are a most important and 
often overlooked aspect of our operations as 
builders, and it is well for us to consider 
what is involved. 

‘The first group of questions deal with 
what are normally known as ‘satisfactions 
at work.’ By this I mean things in our in- 
dustry which cause men to undertake their 
work in a happier frame of mind, and which 
induce them to continue in the employment 
of a particular firm. 

*Do you encourage your men by offering 
them pensions or sick pay? If not, shouldn’t 
you do so? Through the National Federa- 
tion the LMBA is able to offer a Group 
Pension Scheme which is available to every- 
body working in the industry. 

‘Similarly with sick pay. Do you expect 
your key men to exist on National Assis- 
tance if they are unfortunate enough to have 
sickness in their family? Do you expect 
them to wait until there is a bed available 
in a hospital before they receive surgical 
treatment for serious illnesses? It is not 
necessary for them to do this. The LMBA 
is able to. offer to its members the advantage 
of a scheme which, by regular contributions, 
allows a man and his family to have the 
advantage of treatment in a private ward. 


Welfare on Sites 


‘What about welfare on your sites ?’ Mr. 
Laing continued. ‘The LMBA had some 
hand on behalf of its members in the draw- 
ing up of the Building Regulations. You 
may feel that this was rather unfortunate 
because in your opinion the regulations are 
unnecessarily severe. But have you taken 
time to consider the reason behind these 
regulations ? Haven’t you a duty to your 
men and to the public at large to see that 
such things as toe-boards and guard-rails are 
installed on all your scaffolds to ensure that 
materials on the scaffold do not drop on 
people walking below ?’ 

The next group of questions could be 
covered by the title organisation, for organ- 
isation, too, was part of human relations. 
Obviously, if a firm was well organised it 
would be a happier firm for which to work. 
Many of the difficulties which occurred in 
their jobs could be avoided if they were more 
efficiently organised. Here, again, the 
LMBA could help. 

The third group was education. This was 
something in which the LMBA had been 
active for very many years, and included 
education for all grades of people within the 
industry, from apprentices to pupils, from 
general foremen and up to managerial level. 
* You wi!l no doubt have heard a great deal 


about the LMBA’s educational work, but do 
you use the facilities that are available ?’ 
Mr. Laing asked. ‘It is important that all 
grades of staff should receive additional 
training to fit them to carry out their work 
more efficiently, and it is up to us, their 
employers, to make sure that they have the 
opportunity of taking part in that training.’

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RAILWAY 
MODERNISATION 


BTC Plans for 1957-58 


 haiagehtanecte the programme of rail- 
way improvements and re-equipment 
to be carried out in 1957, together with a 
forecast of some of the principal schemes 
likely to be started in 1958, SiR BRIAN 
ROBERTSON, chairman of the British Trans- 
port Commission, said at a London news 
conference on March 6 that the pace of 
modernisation was rapidly increasing. Over 
one-third of the total sum of £1,200 millions 
to be spent under the 15-years Modernisa- 
tion Plan for British Railways was now 
committed to various developments already 
in progress or authorised. Large individual 
programmes of expenditure already 
guthorised included £46m. for major works 
such as track widening, new junctions and 
sation and depot reconstruction schemes. 

Among the main features of railway 
modernisation set out were a number of 
important schemes for new or improved 
marshalling yards, relief lines and freight 
terminals to be launched or carried forward 
in 1957-58. A special feature will be the 
construction of ‘flyovers’ to relieve con- 
gestion at several busy traffic centres. A 
start will be made this year with the con- 
struction of a flyover bridge south of 
Bletchley station, Bucks, at a cost of some 
£1,600,000. The flyover at Bletchley forms 
part of a wider plan for diverting cross- 
London freight traffic to routes which avoid 
the congested London area altogether. 

A new flyover is also to be provided at 
Rugby at a cost of £870,000. This will 
obviate conflicting movements at the junc- 
tion immediately north of the station, which 
will increase with the introduction of the 
more intensive main line electric service 
between London (Euston), Manchester and 
Liverpool. This work will be started in 
1958, when it is also expected to put in 
hand the construction of a flyover at Euxton 
(between Wigan and Preston)—estimated to 
cost £320,000—where similar difficulties 
arise from conflicting movements. 

Work is expected to start this year on 
the second stage of the new marshalling 
yard at Port Talbot (Glam.) to cost nearly 
£2m. The provision of additional facilities 
at Severn Tunnel Junction (over £400,000) 
will begin next year. 


New Goods Depots 


A start has been made on a new goods 
yard to serve Crawley New Town and on 
modernisation of the goods depots at 
Lincoln, Liverpool (Spekeland-road) and 
Ripple-lane (Barking). At Peterborough, 
construction of a new goods depot north 
of the passenger station—which is an 
essential preliminary to rebuilding the 
latter—will start this year at a cost of 
£408,000. Sheffield (Queen’s-road) goods 
depot is to be rebuilt to enable it to deal 
with sundries traffic now handled at three 
depots; the scheme will start this year and 
will cost £1}m., but will produce substantial 
Savings. A scheme has also been authorised 
for a new modernised goods station at 
Sighthill (Glasgow) at a cost of £24m., in 
order to enable traffic to be concentrated 
at two main terminals instead of three. 

Among Passenger stations where major 


improvements are already in hand are 
Barrow (Central), Cannon Street and Euston 
(London), Banbury, Glasgow (Central), 
Weymouth and Plymouth (North-road). 
Other stations to be started in the next 
two years include Chichester, Manchester 
(London-road), Macclesfield (Central), 
Stoke, Liverpool (James-street), Birkenhead 
(Hamilton-square), Coventry, Sunderland, 
Leeds (City), Crawley, Gatwick, Port 
Talbot and Bank (Waterloo and City Rail- 
way). Schemes are also being prepared for 
the construction of stations to serve the 
new towns at Harlow and Basildon, and 
also on the modernisation of Parkeston 
Quay station. Substantial progress will be 
made with a new track layout and the in- 
stallation of modern colour-light signalling 
at Manchester (Victoria). In conjunction 
with this scheme, improved station accom- 
modation will be provided, at a later stage, 
at a cost of about £1m. 

Increased mileage of permanent way re- 
newals is being included in the annual pro- 
grammes, and additional] provision is being 
made each year for deep ballasting and 
formation strengthening to cater for in- 
creased speeds. Annual bridge renewal 
programmes will be progressively enlarged 
to keep ahead of future requirements. 

Work is in progress on the three new 
tunnels between New Barnet and Potters 
Bar (Kings Cross main line), and it is ex- 
pected that a start will be made in 1958 
with the provision of additional running 
lines at other points on this route. 


THE DARTFORD- 
PURFLEET TUNNEL 
New Tunnelling Technique 


BRECAUSE of a new method of preparing 
the river bed, never before used in 
tunnelling anywhere in the world, it is 
claimed underground workers who sstart 
driving the main tunnel beneath the Thames 
from Dartford to Purfleet in April will be 
able to work at greater speed and safety. 

This is stated by Mr. J. KELL, in an article 
in this month’s Chartered Civil Engineer as 
‘Pre-treatment of gravel for compresséd air 
tunnelling under the river Thames at Dart- 
ford.’ 

Hitherto, the incidence of gravel has been 
one of the main dangers in tunnelling under 
compressed air. Air losses have sometimes 
resulted in what is called a ‘ blow,’ where 
the gravel is actually displaced and water in 
large quantities flows in causing possibly 
disastrous flooding. 

For almost two years now, engineers have 
been making the gravel through which the 
tunnel is to pass safe from excessive air loss. 
The method has been to pump into the 
gravel to either side of where the tunnel will 
pass a special mixture of chemicals and 
cement which renders the gravel imperme- 
able. For this purpose 400 ft. jetties were 
temporarily erected across the river. 

‘The arrangement followed will produce, 
in effect, a “ box” in which compressed air 
entering the gravel exposed in the tunnel 
face will be contained -between two walls 
of treated gravel and a ceiling and floor 
formed by the overlying silt and the chalk, 
respectively, both of which are relatively 
impermeable,’ says Mr. Kell.

Damp Penetration 


Mr. J. Hurst, of Tretol, Ltd., London, 
NW9, writes: In The Builder of March 8 
an answer is provided by your correspondent 
‘H. O. D.’ relating to the use of waterproof- 
ing solutions on brickwork. 

In his answer he states that application 
of a colourless waterproofing solution to 
such brickwork would result in the latter 
becoming completely sealed, thereby giving 
rise to possible difficulty at points where 
the treated surface has lost its effective seal. 

May I draw the attention of your corre- 
spondent to the use of the silicone resin- 
based solutions which have been available 
for the last four or five years in this country, 
whereby the manufacturers claim that such 
materials, while making brickwork water- 
repellent, do still allow the bricks to 
‘breathe,’ as the application of this treat- 
ment does not form a complete and con- 
tinuous skin over such surfaces? Results 
apparent to date would indicate that this 
type of treatment is proving extremely 
effective for long periods of time, and 
greatly superior to the older types of wax 
sterate based compounds, to which your 
correspondent is obviously referring.

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BRIXTON BUILDING 
EXHIBITION

(THE Ministry of Works will be associated 
with the Brixton School of Building 
in a Building Exhibition at the school from 
April 8 to 12 next.

National Federation Questionnaire

CEILING TROUBLE 


Five New Lincolnshire Schools 
Closed 

FIVE new Lincolnshire schools were closed 
in the week ended March 9 for officials 
of the county architect’s department to make 
inspections because of threatened danger 
from ceilings made of prefabricated sound- 
proof blocks. At a sixth school children 
were moved from threatened rooms. Nearly 
2,000 children were sent home from the 
closed schools. 

The first school to be affected was St. 
Wulfram’s Church of England secondary 
school in Barrowby-lane, Grantham, in 
Kesteven, opened last year at a cost of 
£140,000. A _ section of the dining-room 
ceiling collapsed on March 6. At Branston 
secondary modern school the children were 
sent home on March 7 when it was noticed 
that several of the panels, weighing over 
30 lb. each, were sagging. Ruskington 
secondary modern school was closed the 
same day as a precaution. 

On March 8 the 400 pupils of the £170,000 
Beacon Hill secondary school, Cleethorpes, 
opened the previous week, were sent home 
pending an inspection by the County Archi- 
tect, Mr. A. R. Clark, ARIBA. The William 
Morris secondary school, Skegness, due to 
be officially opened on April 1, was closed, 
and at Louth children in the new High 
Holme secondary school were moved from 
rooms with the suspected ceilings. 


Non-Competitive Tenders 


Oxfordshire County Buildings Committee 
has agreed not to ask builders to submit 
competitive tenders for works up to £100 
while the petrol emergency exists where to 
do so would involve travelling appreciable 
distances by car. The county architect is to 
be allowed to negotiate a tender with the 
nearest builder. 
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BUILDING WAGE DEADLOCK 


NJIC’s Adjournment 


WHEN the National Joint Council for the 
Building Industry met in London on 
March 6 to give further consideration to 
the operatives’ claim for a wage increase 
of 4d. an hour it was reported that the 
special sub-committee appointed a Month 
ago, when the operatives invoked deadlock 
procedure, had failed to reach agreemen; 
The Council decided to adjourn until a 
later date, to be agreed, to allow the cop. 
Stituent bodies further time to consider the 
situation. 5 

According to the agreed procedure fo; 
the industry the next stage should be the 
submission of the claim to arbitration, but 
some of the union leaders, it is thought, 
are anxious to avoid this, a belief which 
was confirmed on Monday when the 
NFBTO Executive decided to adjourn until 
the wages situation in the shipbuilding and 
engineering industries becomes clearer. Sir 
Richard Coppock, — general _ secretary 
NFBTO, is to call the unions together again 
when he thinks the time is ripe. 


ATOMIC ENERGY DISPLAYS 


British Achievements to be 
Publicised 


THE Board of Trade, in conjunction with 
the United Kingdom Atomic Energy 
Authority and in consultation with industry, 
will be organising two displays at overseas 
trade fairs in Germany and Australia in 
1957 to illustrate Britain’s atomic energy 
programme. 

The first of these will occupy about 
3,000 sq. ft. at the Hanover International 
Trade Fair from April 28-May 7. The 
stand will explain the reasons which have 
led Britain, with her growing needs for 
energy and limited resources of indigenous 
fuel, to pioneer the development of nuclear 
power reactors. Models, photographs and 
diagrams will show the part played by each 
of the various components in a_ nuclear 
generating station and the problems which 
have to be overcome in constructing a station 
such as Calder Hall as an example. Pessible 
lines of future development will be outlined. 

The second display will go to Australia 
and will cover basically the same ground 
but will be mobile and will have a more 
general appeal. It will first be shown at the 
Sydney Industries Fair from July 22-August 
3, where some British firms engaged 
in the atomics industry will have commercial 
exhibits on adjoining stands. It will be 
shown at the Royal Agricultural Show, Mel- 
bourne, from September 19-29, and subse- 
quently at Canberra, Perth, Adelaide and 
Brisbane. 

Both the displays are being designed by 
Mr. James Gardner, OBE, RDI.

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IN PARLIAMENT

Housing Policy 

FRANK admission that the Govern- 
A ment’s credit restriction policy was 
,ffecting housing was made by MR. 
PETER 4THORNEYCROFT, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, in the House of Commons 
on March 5. He was replying to 
a question by Mr. Moss, a Midland mem- 
ber, who wanted to know the Government's 
attitude towards the encouragement of house 
ownership and the action they were taking 
in that matter. 

‘| wish to encourage home ownership,’ 
said MR. THORNEYCROFT, ‘so far as I can do 
so within the bounds of present credit 
policy. The reduction in the stamp duty on 
house purchase in the last Budget is evidence 
of the Government’s attitude in this matter.’ 

When Mr. Moss drew his attention to the 
increasing rates of building society interest 
rates and the effects on monthly repayments, 
the CHANCELLOR commented: * I quite recog- 
nise that the credit squeeze does have an 
effect on house building.’ 

Building and civil engineering work car- 
ried out in Britain last year is estimated at 
£2,070m. according to a written reply by 
Mr. HuGH MOoLson, Minister of Works, on 
March 6. He had been asked for informa- 
tion about the total amount spent on build- 
ing works and works of civil engineering, 
including roads, docks and coastal protec- 
tion, and including all expenditure by the 
Government, local authorities and others. 

Both Mr. Thorneycroft and Mr. Henry 
Brooke, Minister of Housing and Local 
Government, were asked about house build- 
ing costs. The Chancellor was asked by 
Mr. HuNTER whether he would lower the 
rates of interest on loans for housing to 
enable local authorities to reduce the cost 
of council houses so that they could deal 
with their long waiting lists. 

Mr. THORNEYCROFT said that interest rates 
from the Public Works Loans Board did not 
depend on Bank Rate, but were fixed from 
time to time to correspond with the credit 
of local authorities of good standing in the 
market. It was on that basis that the rates 
had been lowered on February 15. 

Mr. JAMES JOHNSON asked the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government whether 
he would make it obligatory in future build- 
ing regulations that dwelling-houses be insu- 
lated. 

Mr. BROOKE: My department’s model 
building by-laws include a by-law requiring 
dwelling-houses to be adequately insulated 
against loss of heat. Out of a total of 
1,438 local authorities entitled to make by- 
laws, 1,413 have adopted it. 


Improvement Grants 


Mr. Hott asked the Minister which 
county boroughs in Lancashire had so far 
not used the powers given to them to make 
grants to persons for the improvement of 
housing accommodation. 

MR. BROOKE: Two out of 17—Burnley 
and Wigan. 

Mr. Hott said that in Bolton there was a 
new homes for old’ exhibition which would 
show the great advantage of the grants. 

MR. BROOKE said that he was glad to hear 


of this exhibition. The power to make the 
grants was permissive, and the value of mak- 
ing them had been urged repeatedly on local 
authorities. His hope was that eventually 
he would prevail on all authorities to co- 
operate in areas where there were houses fit 
for improvement or conversion. 

Mr. Hott also asked what progress had 
been made in the improvement of housing 
accommodation in the last year for which 
figures were available, by means of improve- 
ment grant facilities under Section 20 of the 
Housing Act, 1949, as amended by the Hous- 
ing Repairs and Rents Act, 1954. 

Mr. Brooke: The number of dwellings 
approved for grant by local authorities in 
1956 was 31,997. 

Mr. HO tt asked if the Minister was satis- 
fied with that reply because of the large 
number of houses of good, sound basic 
origin which still had no baths or proper 
kitchen accommodation. Was not some 
pressure or influence required from the 
department on the laggard authorities? 

Mr. BROOKE said that in the first five 
years after the 1949 Act local authorities 
had approved only 9,838 dwellings for grant, 
but since the 1954 Act no fewer than 73,881 
dwellings had been approved for grant. 


Manchester Overspill 


SiR Ropert Cary asked the Minister for 
a statement about the deputation he received 
from the Manchester Corporation on Febru- 
ary 22 relating to overspill. 

Mr. Brooke: I thought it right that, as 
a newcomer, I should myself hear what the 
corporation had to say before coming to a 
conclusion. Their representatives gave me a 
clear and forceful account of their problem, 
and explained their reasons for thinking that 
they needed a large area of land suitable for 
development of new town proportions. I 
promised to let them have advice as soon as 
possible, and I shall do so. 

Mr, RANDALL asked the Minister if he had 
considered the request from the Gateshead 
Borough Council to amend their develop- 
ment plan where land was required for 
housing purposes. 

Mr. BROOKE: The proposed amendment 
involves using for housing purposes land 
which is allocated in the plan for school sites, 
and I am anxious to discover what other pro- 
vision the council have in mind for the 
schools. The council are being invited to 
discuss the matter with my officers. 

Mr. ELLIs SMITH asked the Minister what 
action he would take by grant or otherwise 
to facilitate the construction of 6,000 houses 
which were urgently required in the city of 
Stoke-on-Trent. He also asked what action 
was proposed to enable the city to carry 
out its desire to clear the slums left there. 

Mr. Brooke: It is for the city council to 
decide what houses they need to build, Sub- 
sidies for particular purposes, including slum 
clearance, are available and these, with their 
own resources, should enable the council 
to continue building houses as necessary. 

He added, in another reply, that there were 
more than 1,300 houses under construction, 
that further tenders had been approved but 
not started, and that tenders for nearly 200 
houses were approved in January. 

Mr. E. SmitH asked if the Minister 
would sanction the immediate construction 
of new roads, streets and services which were 
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urgently required on the new housing estates 
in Stoke-on-Trent and the carrying out of a 
policy of classification and the planting of 
shrubs and trees. 

Mr. Brooke: If the council submit pro- 
posals to me I am prepared to sanction any 
that seem to be urgently required, provided 
that the prices are reasonable. 


New Towns 


Mr. HUNTER asked the Minister to give 
the approximate number of families from 
London and Middlesex who had been trans- 
ferred to the new towns now being built for 
those areas. 

Mr. BrROooKE: By the end of 1956 about 
10,500 families from the County of London 
and 10,000 from Middlesex had been housed 
in the eight new towns in the Home Counties. 

Mrs. HARRIET SLATER asked the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government for the 
approximate time between a Government in- 
quiry for a slum clearance area and the con- 
firmation by the Minister. 

Mr. BRooKE: Excluding a few cases where 
exceptional difficulties arise, the average time 
taken between inquiry and decision is, for 
slum clearance orders, just under three 
months, 

Mrs. SLATER also asked the Minister to 
what extent the number of sanitary inspectors 
in his department working on slum clearance 
areas had been increased during the last six 
weeks. 

Mr. BROOKE: Inquiries into slum clear- 
ance schemes are held by housing and plan- 
ning inspectors. Three additional inspectors 
have been recruited during the past SIX 
weeks. Eleven more have accepted appoint- 
ment and will all, it is hoped, be in post by 
the beginning of May. Recruitment is eon- 
tinuing. 


Harlow—Houses and Garages 


Mr. GRAEME FINLAY asked the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government to give 
the number of houses constructed in the 
new town of Harlow, together with the 


number of garages occupied or having 
tenants waiting for them. 
Mr. BROOKE, in a written reply on 


March 7, stated: At February 28, 1957, 
8.614 dwellings had been built by the 
Harlow Development Corporation or by 
private builders on land sold or leased bv 
the corporation; 1,856 garages had been 
occupied and 573 applicants were waiting 
for garages. 


The Rent Bill 


[DURING the committee stage of the Rent 

Bill on March 6 Mr, BROOKE, Minister 
of Housing and Local Government, accepted 
in principle a proposal that the tenant of 
a property that would be decontrolled under 
Clause 9 who had carried out improvements 
to the premises should under certain circum- 
stances be compensated for them if he was un- 
able to agree a new lease with the landlord 
and had to move. Promising to introduce 
a new clause on the report stage, the Minister 
said that the reimbursement proposition was 
reasonable. 

If a tenant, he said, had spent money to 
improve his house or flat it was fair that the 
landlord should make a payment covering 
improvements if, on decontrol, he and the 
tenant could not come to terms on a new 
lease. 


H 
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The Government had considered a similar 
proposal in connection with long leaseholds, 
but the situation was basically different there, 
because the tenant knew precisely how much 
use he could get from an improvement before 
the end of his lease; and long leasehold 
tenants had, subject to conditions, the same 
security of tenure as was enjoyed by tenants 
of rent controlled houses. 

There were points of detail to which he 
wished to give further consideration; clearly 
conditions would need to be laid down so 
that the provision did not operate unreason- 
able, but he was sure the proposal would 
improve the Bill. 

Severn Bridge Costs 

wrt will the Severn Bridge cost? 

This was posed in both Houses on 
March 5 and 6. In the Lords on March 5, 
Lorp MancrorT, Parliamentary Secretary 
to the Ministry of Defence said that the 
estimated cost of the bridge, together with 
the immediate approach roads necessary to 
link it to the existing trunk road system at 
Aldmonbury and Crick on the Gloucester- 
Bristol and the Gloucester-Newport roads 
respectively was £15,500,000. This would 
bring great traffic benefits, but to get full 
benefits from the bridge it would be neces- 
sary to build additional roads in the area. 

Mr. Haroip WATKINSON, Minister of 
Transport, confirmed this figure in the Com- 
mons the following day. He said that the 
estimated capital costs in 1953 were about 
£12.500,000. Shortage of raw material was 
not the main factor which was preventing 
his announcing the date for the commence- 
ment of work on the bridge, which would 
require about 50,000 tons of steel. 

Lorp DERWENT, who had asked _ the 
original question in the Lords, inquired 
where the discrepancy arose between Lord 
Mancroft’s estimate and that of £30m. made 
by Mr. Henry Brooke in the House of 
Commons on February 11. 

Lorp MANcrorT said that the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government had 
been referring to a more complex system of 
roads. A figure of £40m. had also been 
mentioned but that included road improve- 
ments in South Wales, which were being 
or could be done in the near future. 

Here again Mr. WaATKINSON proffered 
confirmation. *Larger estimates,’ he said, 
‘which have been announced from time to 
time, include the cost of ancillary roads, the 
construction of which is necessary to get 
full value from the bridge.’ 

LorD DERWENT wanted to know if the 
estimate included the new trunk road from 
Birmingham to London or what. 

Lorp MANCcROFT said that the figure did 
contain a new portion of the Birmingham- 
Bristo! motor way, and a possible new road 
from Newport to Crick. 

EarRL Howe asked about the estimated 
cost of the bridge saying that then they 
would know what was meant by all the 
items for roads. 

LorD MANCROFT said that he appreciated 
the point. The cost of the Severn and 

Wye bridges was between £11m. and £12m., 
but. to give the cost of the bridge without 
an immediate road system was not realistic. 

Mr. WATKINSON said that he had not 
altered the priority of the bridge, which he 

considered to be a scheme of great import- 


ance. The announcement of a start of 
work on the Forth Bridge did not affect his 
intention to authorise the Severn Bridge as 
soon as economic and financial circum- 
stances permitted. 

It was reasonable in his view that the 
high cost of major bridge projects of this 
type should be recouped by the imposition 
of tolls, and that policy would apply to the 
Severn Bridge as it had been decided it 
would apply to the Forth Bridge. 

Jaguar Works Fire 

ORD CHORLEY asked the Govern- 

ment whether they would take action 

to prevent the use of patent metal roofing 

material of the kind which recently assisted 

the rapid and uncontrollable spread of fire 

at the Jaguar works, Coventry, and led to 

the destruction of property valued at £3m. 

and an expected heavy loss to the export 
trade. 

The EARL OF MUNSTER, Minister without 
Portfolio, stated in the House of Lords on 
March 6 that the investigations into the 
fire at the Jaguar works were not yet com- 
plete, and it would be premature to draw 
any conclusions about the relative import- 
ance of the various factors which might have 
caused the fire to spread. ‘Without 
minimising the importance of the problems 
raised by this fire, he went on, ‘I cannot 
say more at present than that when the in- 
vestigations are concluded the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government will be 
prepared to consider, in consultation with 
other Ministers, whether any _ sufficient 
grounds are disclosed for considering some 
amendment of the model building byelaw 
which mentions the use of metal roofing 
material of the kind in question.’ 

Lorp CHorLey said that he found Lord 
Munster’s reply unsatisfactory. Was he 
aware that fire losses were running at the 
rate of £50m. a year, and that a substantial 


percentage of those had been aided by 
roofing material of this kind? Was he 


aware that the big fire during the war at the 
Temple sorting office more than 10 years 
ago was attributed to the use of material of 
this kind, and that the largest industrial fire 
which had ever occurred in the world at the 
General Motors works in America which 
caused damage to the extent of £8m. was 


largely aided by the use of this metal 
roofing covered with tarred bitumen 
material? Was he also aware that the Fire 
Protection Association, which represented 
the fire offices and the great insurances 


offices. in their latest bulletin attribute the 
great extent of the fire at the Jaguar works 
to the use of a bituminous covered roofing 
of exactly the same kind? Did he not think 
that in the light of all those considerations 
a case had been made out for an urgent 
consideration of this question to save these 
enormous sums of money? He did not say 
the whole of the loss was due to causes of 
this kind, but it was obvious that a sub- 
stantial amount was. 

The EARL OF MUNSTER said that he was 
aware or not aware of all the points Lord 
Chorley had mentioned, but thought it 
would be advisable in this case, without go- 
ing to the United States, to complete the 
inquiries into the fire at the Jaguar works 
and then he would be able to report, he 
hoped with some success and some comfort 
to Lord Chorley. . 
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OTHER BUSINESS 


Thames-side Cement Works 


Mr. SYDNEY IRVING asked the Minis. 
ter of Housing and Local Govern: 
ment on March 5. what information 
he had received from his inspectors 


under the Alkali Acts about the number of 
precipitators that were out of action atcement 
works on Thames-side during the last 12 
months; and how long it would be before 
they are working again. 

Mr. Brooke: Apart from temporary sys- 
pension for normal replacement and mainten. 
ance, only two precipitators have been out 
of commission in this area in the last 12 
months, one for refitting and the other for 
rebuilding. Work on the former was com. 
pleted in a fortnight, and the rebuilding of 
the latter is expected to be finished in about 
a month’s time. 

Mr. IRVING also asked what progress had 
been made with the installation of electro- 
static precipitators at Bevan’s Works, Swans- 
combe, which it was announced on Novem- 
ber 3. 1955 would be undertaken. 

Mr. BRooKE: The precipitators have been 
ordered, but their installation entails major 
alterations to the works, including the resiting 
of the slurry tanks and the erection of a 350 
ft. chimney. Preparations for all this are 
now at an advanced stage. 


Chiswick House Repairs 


Mr. Lucas asked the Minister of Works 
what repairs still remained to be undertaken 
at Chiswick House and when it was expected 
that these would be completed. 

Mr. MOLson, in a written reply on March 
6, stated: Some external and much internal 
work, particularly decorations and _ plaster 
repairs, remain to be done to the villa, and 
considerable repairs are needed to the link 
building and the summer parlour. I hope 
that work on the villa will be completed next 
year. Work to the other buildings should be 
finished by 1961. 

Mr. Lucas also asked for the estimated 
total cost of the restoration and a comparison 
of the expenditure with the origina! esti- 
mate. 

Mr. Mo son: The original estimate of the 
cost of restoring Chiswick House, which was 
made in 1948 before the building was ex- 
amined in detail, was £80.000 to £100,000. 
Prices have risen by over 30 per cent. since 
then, and the last detailed estimate, made in 
1955, was £130,000; it now seems likely that 
the eventual cost will be rather more than 
this. Just over £100,000 has been spent so 
far. 


Thames Flood Barrier 


Mr. Dopps asked the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government what progress had 
been made by the two firms of consulting engi- 
Neers appointed by him to prepare a joint 
report on the practicability, design and cost 
of constructing a movable flood barrier at 
a suitable point on the river as a means of 
preventing flooding in the Thames valley. 

Mr. Brooke, replying on March 6, said: 
I understand that good progress has been 
made. A great deal of work is involved, but 
I hope I may receive the report before the 
end of the year. 
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BUILDING IN THE CITY 


12-Storey Car Park Approved but 
Nine Development Proposals 
Disallowed 


THe Court of Common Council, meeting 

in Guildhall on March 7, approved the 
recommendation of its Improvements and 
Town Planning Committee that permission 
be granted for the development of another 
multi-storey car-park in the City. 

The car-park, 12 storeys high and with 
three basements, and incorporating a petrol 
filling and service station and car show- 
rooms would be built on one of the sites 
earmarked for car-parking purposes under 
the Court’s resolution of last December. 

The site is: part of 157, 158 to 167 
Aldersgate-street, part of 15, 16 to 23 Man- 
chester-avenue, part of Manchester-avenue, 
1 to 9 and part of 10 Queen-square, Queen- 
square, Bowmans Buildings, 30 and 31 
Bartholomew-close, 1 to 6 Half Moon Court 
and Half Moon Court. (Callender and Co., 
16 Brook-street, W1.) 

Permission was also granted for the erec- 
tion of a building at 54 and 55 Fetter-lane, 
part of 12, 13 14 and 15 and part of 16 
Bartletts Buildings and 9 and part of 11 
Plough-place. Consisting of basement and 
ground floor (for garaging) and four upper 
floors (for offices) it would link with exist- 
ing premises in Fetter-lane. (Architects: 
Ellis, Clarke and Gallannaugh, FRIBA, 37 
Soho-square.) 

Also approved was a drawing relating to 
50 and 51 Fetter-lane, where it is proposed 
to build a property consisting of basement, 
ground and four or five floors for office use 
with, if required, a shop on the ground floor. 
The drawing had been submitted in com- 
pliance with the conditions of permission 
which was granted in December, 1953. 
{Gooch and Wagstaff, 3/4 Old Jewry, EC2.) 


Developments Disallowed 


The Court also approved the Committee’s 
action in not allowing permission for 
development in nine cases. These relate to: 

The erection of a pent house at tenth 
storey level for use as caretaker’s accom- 
modation, tank rooms, lift housing etc., on 
4 site bounded by the south side of New 
Street-square, the west side of Printer-street, 





the north and west of 9 East Harding-street, 
the north side of East Harding-street and 
the east side of Great New-street. 

The Committee pointed out that the pro- 
posed development did not accord with the 
comprehensive development scheme for the 
area, 

Erection of a new building for use as 
offices only at 59 to 65a Gracechurch-street 
and la, 1b, 2, 3 and 4 Fenchurch-street. 

In its reasons for refusal, the Committee 
stated: ‘The loss of shops in this exception- 
ally good trading position would be injuri- 
‘ous to the amenities of the area. The site 
should be re-zoned in the next quinquennial 
review of the development plan for shop 
Purposes on the frontage to Fenchurch- 
street, and the grant of permission for the 
Proposed development would prejudice the 
Corporation’s proposals in this respect.’ 

Erection of a new building for use as 
offices and bank premises, incorporating 
licensed premises, at 3 to 16 Crooked-lane, 


_ damage, the Committee stated. 


24 to 32 King William-street and 2 Arthur- 
street. The whole of the frontage to King 
William-street to an adequate depth, should 
be used for shops as existed prior to war 
It also felt 
that the floor space proposed was excessive, 
having regard to the area of the site 
(approximately 10,790 sq. ft.). 

But it added that a proposal for the erec- 
tion of a new building on this site, for use 
of the ground floor frontage to King 
William-street as shops, with offices over 
and with licensed premises incorporated, 
would be considered favourably, subject to 
compliance with planning requirements. 
(Architects: Campbell-Jones and Sons, 
FF.RIBA, 9 Dowgate Hill, EC4.) 

Erection of a new building at 31 to 34 
Aldgate High-street, 36 to 46 (even) Ald- 
gate-avenue and 3 and 4 Blackhorse-yard. 

The Committee’s reasons for refusal: 
‘The site is affected by major road pro- 
posals and should be acquired to secure the 
carrying out of such proposals and also to 
secure the proper comprehensive develop- 
ment of the area which will be available 
for development when provision has been 
made for road improvements. The develop- 
ment of the site would prejudice these pro- 
posals.” 

Erection of a new building for use as shops 
on the ground floor with offices over at 3, 
5 and 7 Dukes-place. Here, too, the reason 
for refusal was that the development of the 
site would prejudice major highway pro- 
posals. 

Erection of a building similar in character 
to that destroyed by enemy action on the 
site of the * Ship Tavern’ public-house, 17 
and 18 Ivy-lane. Refusal was on the ground 
that the site was situated within an area 
which should be acquired by the Corpora- 
tion in order to secure the comprehensive 
redevelopment of the area in accordance 
with approved proposals for the St. Paul’s 
Cathedral Precinct and that development of 
the site as a separate unit would prejudice 
the Corporation’s proposals for such 
development. 

Commenting on the refusal, Mr. ALFRED 
INSTONE Said that as far as he could under- 
stand it was doing away with another public- 
house. Many members deplored that. One 
of the reasons given was that it was within 
the vicinity of St. Paul’s Cathedral Precinct. 
He wondered whether everything was going 
to be held up and refused until the Minister 
made up his mind whether they could pro- 
ceed with the Precinct. 

Mr. JoHN Batty, chairman of the 
Improvements and Town Planning Commit- 
tee, replied that he had nothing to add to 
what was on the order paper. 

Erection of an office and warehouse build- 
ing similar to that existing prior to war dam- 
age at 17 and 19 Gravel-lane. Reason for 
refusal: ‘The development of these sites 
as a single unit would seriously prejudice 
the comprehensive redevelopment of the 
area.’ 

Erection of a building, after war damage. 
for use as a shop on the ground floor, with 
offices and warehouse over, at 6 Ludgate- 
broadway and 1 Evangelist-court. Reasons 
for refusal were that the area was suitable 
for comprehensive redevelopment, and the 
rebuilding of these sites as a separate unit 
would adversely affect such comprehensive 
redevelopment proposals. 
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Finally, permission was refused for the 
erection of new buildings for commercial 
purposes at 30 to 38 Hosier-lane, and 8 to 
22 Smithfield-street. 

The Committee stated that the site had 
been selected by the Corporation as being 
the only cleared site available in this area 
suitable for the provision of a multi-storey 
car park to provide parking facilities for 
market traffic and to augment provision for 
Holborn traffic; and it was intended that 
this site should be re-zoned in the quinquen- 
nial review of the development plan for this 
purpose. 

It was further stated: ‘ The site should, if 
necessary, be acquired by the Corporation 
to secure the implementation of the Corpora- 
tion’s car parking policy.’ 

The applicants would be informed that 
an application for permission to erect a 
multi-storey car park on this site for 300 cars 
would be considered favourably, provided 
the siting, treatment and traffic arrangements 


were _ Satisfactory (St. Bartholomew's 
Hospital). 
The Committee recommended that a 


building lease of a site of 41,650 sq. ft., on 
land bounded by Moorfields, Tenter-street, 
Moor-lane, the Metropolitan Railway and 
Moorgate Station, be granted to Mr. F. D. 
Fenston, of 19 Hill-street, W1, for the erec- 
tion of an office building. 

Terms include: ground rent of £35,000 a 
year; cost of the completed building to be 
constructed to be not less than £700,000 and 
to be completed within 2} years of the com- 
pletion of the building agreement; the de- 
veloper to provide accommodation for 
former occupiers who have expressed a 
desire to be re-accommodated in the area. 


Compulsory Purchase Orders 
Confirmation, by the Minister, of com- 
pulsory purchase orders, was reported. 
These relate to: 


53 and 54 Basinghall-street, and 22 
London Wall (freehold interest). War 
Damage classification, total ‘loss. £4,655 


plus surveyors’ fees and legal costs. 

Land at West side of Prujean-square and 
part of Boy-court at the rear of Old Bailey 
(freehold interest with all rights, interests 
or title in Prujean-square). £10,225 plus 
legal costs. 

The Committee referred to an Order of 
the Court refusing the grant of planning 
permission for the rebuilding of 3 to 27 
(odd) Middlesex-street, and part of 48 and 
the whole of 50 Aldgate-avenue, on the 
grounds that the proposed development 
would be likely to prejudice the redevelop- 
ment of the area. Subsequently, notice had 
been served on the Corporation to purchase 
the premises and the Minister had given 
notice of his intention to confirm the notice. 

The Committee recommended, and it was 
agreed, that no representations be made to 
the Minister in relation to his action. 

The Court agreed to a recommendation 
of the City Lands Committee that a light 
and air and heights of buildings agreement 
should be entered into between the Corpora- 
tion and Westminster and Kensington Free- 
holds, Ltd., freeholder and lessee respec- 
tively of 120/123 Fenchurch-street, and 
the Clothworkers’ Company and Lang- 
bourne Estate, Ltd., freeholder and lessee 
respectively of 118/119 Fenchurch-street, 
in connection with the redevelopment of 
the latter site.

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Double Duty Boiler 


A, CURRENT practice on the Continent 
** in the heating of domestic and com- 
mercial premises, but not developed in this 
country until now—by CTC Heat (London), 
Ltd, 17, Sloane-street, London, SW1—has 
been the placing of the indirect cylinder 
inside the shell of the boiler. This elimini- 
nates the piping between boiler and cylinder 
and, what is more important, avoids the 
heat losses from these pipes. The indirect 
wjlinder, which supplies clean domestic hot 
water, is part of the complete unit inserted 
in the primary water magazine which sup- 
plies central heating. A firebox heats the 
primary water, which in turn transfers this 
heat without wastage to the indirect cylinder.

MARKETING OPPORTUNITIES 
IN NIGERIA 
HE UK Trade Commissioner at Lagos, 
Nigeria, in a report on the market 
for earth-moving equipment and _ road- 
making and contracting, intimates that the 
Federal Government’s Economic Programme 
for 1955-60 envisages an expenditure of 
some £90m., allocating 56 per cent. of this 
to projects for the expansion and improve- 
ment of communication facilities of all 
kinds. 

During the five years’ programme it is 
proposed to spend £4,447,000 on tarring and 
widening existing “A” trunk roads. over 
£24m. on new construction and the improve- 
ment of the approach roads to Lagos Island, 
and £2m. on the strengthening of bridges. 
The total of nearly £14m. estimated for the 
complete programme for roads and bridges 
includes over £1m. for equipment, etc. 

While the trend of Nigeria’s development 
offers opportunities to UK manufacturers, 
it is pointed out that the newcomers will 
have to contend with such difficulties as 
heavy competition from other UK manu- 
facturers who have already introduced their 
products, and other problems, 

The Export Services Branch of the Board 
of Trade concludes by stating that it is ready 
to give every assistance, in conjunction with 
the UK Trade Commissioner in Nigeria, to 
UK companies in finding outlets for their 
products in Nigeria.

AUSTRALIAN HOUSING 
STUDY 


A STUDY of the shortage of housing 

made recently by the Australian 
Department of National Development 
shows that during the past three years ap 
average of 79,000 houses a year have been 
erected. At the same time the programme 
of building outside the house building field 
has been substantially increased. 

In presenting the report of his depart 
ment, Mr. W. H. SPOONER, Minister for 
National Development, says: ‘ Many state- 
ments have been made concerning the size 
of the housing shortage in Australia. 

‘Hitherto, however, no soundly-based 
assessment has been made of the extent of 
the shortage or as to the adequacy or other- 
wise of the rate of construction of dwellings 
in recent years. This study makes such an 
assessment and enables some comments to 
be made as to the adequacy of our house 
building programme. 

‘My Department in presenting this study, 
acknowledges the deficiencies in the 
information available to make precise esti- 
mates of the housing shortage. The 
department therefore places greater weight 
on the trend indicated by the housing index 
developed in its study than on the absolute 
figures given in its calculations. 

‘In making estimates of the number of 
available dwellings the quality of housing 
has had to be largely ignored. However, 
in making these estimates, dwellings classi- 
fied as sheds, huts or tenements were not 
included. Allowance has also been made 
for overcrowding of occupied dwellings in 
estimating housing need. This approach, 
therefore, goes some distance towards cover: 
ing the housing requirements of persons 
living in slums, but slum clearance as a pro 
ject remains a separate matter not covered 
by this particular study. 

‘A notable feature of the study is the 
trend that it reveals towards home owner 
ship, which, for various reasons, is now be- 
coming the dominant basis of occupancy 
of dwellings in Australia. It shows that 
the new needs for housing arising over the 
next few years will be at a relatively low 
level because the rate of marriages will be 
low, reflecting the birth rates of the period 
1931-1935. The study also shows, how 
ever, that from 1960 onwards, because of an 
expected annual increase in the rate of 
marriages, the need for new houses will 
grow fairly rapidly. 

‘For various reasons, which are not likely 
to recur, completions during the year end- 
ing June 30, 1957, may be substantially be

low the average of the past three years, but | 


if a rate of completion of approximately 
77,000 houses a year could be maintained, 
then the end of the housing shortage would 
be well in sight. Progress would valy 
from state to state, but four or five years 
at this rate of progress would break the 
back of the problem.’

Labour Force Decline 

CIVIL ENGINEERING contractors in Scotland 
are watching with considerable concern the 
decreased volume of new work. The credit 
squeeze has substantially cut the number of 
projects on hand and must seriously affect 
the prospects of the industry in the coming 
year. Some idea of this impact was given 
to the Scottish Section, Federation of Civil 
Engineering Contractors, at its annual meet 
ing by Mr. Alexande: Frood. chairman. 
when he said that the volume of new busi- 
ness in 1956 had dropped by 20 per cent. 
from the previous year. The labour force 
employed in the industry in Scotland had 
declined in the last six months of 1956 by 
2,500 men, all of which gave serious con- 
cern to firms in the civil engineering field. 


Two-deck Parking Plan 

EDINBURGH has announced plans for a 
two-deck parking plan in the King’s Stables- 
road area to take 505 cars. This plan will go 
forward in the next Provisional Order. The 
first stage would involve a retaining wall 
and parking area at ground level taking 287 
cars and costing £56,000. The second stage 
would be a reinforced conc’ete deck super- 
imposed on the first stage layout but with 
access from the higher level of Castle 
Terrace. This would provide space for 218 
cars and cost £65,000. 

These schemes indicate the realistic 
approach of the two major Scottish centres 
to the parking problem and both make use 
of available higher level roadways to pro- 
vide easy access and egress without the need 
for lifts, spiral approaches or turntables. 
The Edinburgh scheme has also received 
support from the motoring organisations. 

Day Release Classes—Contraets 

FirE County Councit have agreed that 
schedules will not be issued to contractors 
who do not consistently permit their appren- 
tices to attend day release classes organised 
by the Education Authority. This matter has 
been considered by the Secretary of State 
and in a letter to the County Council dated 
January 30 from the Scottish Home Depart- 
ment it was stated that so far as civil 
engineering contracts, towards the cost of 
which Exchequer assistance might be avail- 
able were conce-ned (including contracts 
entered into by the County Council as his 
trunk road agents), he could not depart from 
the current practice whereby Local Authori- 
ties were required to obtain tenders by 
Public advertisement. The County Council 
agreed to adhere to their present decision 
with respect to day release classes and to

Hydro- Electric Schemes 

A SCHEME intended to harness the waters 
of the rivers Farrar and Beauly for the 
production of 268 million units of electricity 
annually has been published by the North of 
Scotland Hydro-Electric Board. The catch- 
ment area which it is proposed to utilise 
extends to 350 square miles in the counties of 
Inverness and Ross and Cromarty. The 
flow from this area will be put to use in 
four power stations with a total installed 
capacity of 102,000 kilowatts. Two of these 
will be in the Kilmorack Gorge and two in 
Glen Strathfarrar. At present prices the 
estimated cost of the scheme is £14,250,000. 
The construction of the works which will 
take about five years will employ a peak 
labour force of between 750-1,000 workers 

The available fall in the River Farrar wil! 
be developed in two power stations. The 
upper section will include a dam 110 ft. high 
across the river about one mile downstream 
of Loch Monar. There will also be a sub- 
sidiary dam 50 ft. high in a low saddle to 
the west of the main dam. 

It is also proposed to pass the waters of 
the River Beauly through two power 
stations. This will involve the construction 
of two dams, each about 50 ft. in height.
